Six Months in Retrospect 

During the closing weeks of 1921 much was 
promised for the approaching year in all com- 
ment on business conditions. “Wait till after 
the first of the year” was the phrase on every 
tongue, and apparently everybody waited, for 
1921 closed with business generally in a rather 
emaciated state. There was one really hopeful 
aspect of the situation: the psychological effect 
of depression had almost completely been 
shaken off. There was the ring of optimistic 
readiness in the often expressed opinion that 
“things will pick up up—after the first of the 
year.” Considered fundamentally “things” did 
“pick up.” 

The resumption of stability in business did 
not, however, date from the very beginning of 
the current year; the first month showed little 
if any improvement except in a further bright- 
ening of opinion, a further rising out of the 
mental slump which the actual depression had 
engendered. Now, with one-half of the year 
of promise fulfilled, what of business ? 

A few lines hereinbefore we said that “fun- 
damentally” there was improvement. There 
has, however, been more than a little of an 
incidental nature which has not been improve- 
ment. This is a tariff year, and emphatically 
has it been all that such a period is customarily 
considered in the light of the effect of tariff- 
making deliberations on the general business 
situation. In addition, there has been the im- 
peding effect of strikes and lesser labor dis- 
turbances, to have been expected in a period of 
liquidation from unprecedented inflation, but 
nevertheless somewhat inexplicable in view of 
the slowly mending insufficiency of employ- 
ment. Still, fundamentally there has been 
progress toward real stable improvement dur- 
ing the past six months. The recovery in trade 
as a whole has been unmistakable. 

In searching for a sound foundation on 
which to base an opinion as to the reasons 
underlying the business improvement, eminent 
economists have quite universally seized upon 
the liberality of credit to agricultural interests 
with the offsetting restriction of commercial 
credit in directions where further leniency was 
considered as of no other avail than to prolong 
a precarious existence. Condemnation of this 
process has been widespread, and it cannot be 
denied that, on the restricting side, some unfor- 
tunate results have followed. No ultimate- 
ly remedial process can be carried out with- 
out passing injury to scattered individuals, 
and it is today quite apparent that the ends 
almost incontrovertibly justified the means. 
Liquidation, enforced or voluntary, is not a 
matter of simultaneous gain; it is a pruning 
in order that subsequent, and consequent, 
growth may be hardy. 

Crop shortages, resulting from financial 
stringency, and curtailed industrial production, 
attributable to the same cause, have been po- 
tent factors in the return to stability. They 
have served to “keep the bottom in.” Fortu- 
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nately they have not been sufficiently influen- 
tial to halt the progress of liquidation or to 
stimulate a secondary boom from which the 
tumble to depression might have proved enor- 
mously more disastrous than that from the 
peaks of 1919, 

In considering conditions in business during 
the past six months one unsatisfactory aspect 
cannot be dodged. Although this phase of the 
general situation is one which has brightened a 
bit during the period mentioned when com- 
pared—and such comparison is essential to 
proper valuatian of the factor—with the status 
a year ago, it is discouraging. We have 
in mind the foreign trade of the United 
States. Doubtless that side of commerce, 
as would be natural, has been affected most 
seriously by the tariff project. It is to 
be hoped that the discomferting trend to- 
ward an unfavorable balance in foreign trade 
has been due to that influence alone, or in 
largest part, and that the final outcome of the 
deliberations will not be such as will make the 
effect permanent. The United States needs 
foreign markets. 

Price indexes for the past six months af- 
ford an excellent opportunity to measure 
the soundness of the improvement during 
that period. For the first month of the 
current year the wholesale price index for 
all commodities was 148 (1913 level 100). 
The average for the preceding year was 
153. At the present time the index is ap- 
proximately 148, increase having been con- 
tinuous since January. On the retail side 
a January index of 142 is to be compared 
with a 1921 average of 153 and approxi- 
mately 139 at the present time. The move- 
ment of prices*in the two divisions having 
been in opposite directions during the six 
months, it was to have been expected that 
a state of equilibrium would be reached. 
This has not been the case since Febru- 
ary, and the lines of progress continue to 
diverge, affording a logical basis for the 
growing complaint that the ultimate dis- 
tributor is finding his margin of profit too 
narrow. 

In the commercial fields covered by the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, this com- 
plaint, while not universal, is still consider- 
able, especially in the petroleum industry. 
Retail price indexes are not available, but 
the trend in the wholesale markets has been 
downward all year, from 124 in January to 
about 122 at the present time in the general 
group of chemicals and cognate products. 
The average for 1921 was 136. 

Developments during the past six months 
in the several divisions of the Reporter’s 
field are summarized below: 

Chemicals 

Advances in the prices of imported chem- 
icals, such as caustic potash and barium 
products, were a feature in the early weeks 
of the year, the increases in values in the 
barium group being particularly sensational. 
The price index’ January 1 was 446.2 (nor- 
mal—326.6). A slump set in toward the end 
of the month and continued to exert pres- 
sure downward through February. Domes- 
tic and export interest in the heavy sodas 
was the only saving feature, but the price in- 
dex declined to 421.7, February 1, and 416.8, 
March 1. 

Foreign interest continued unabated for 
some weeks, reaching the peak at the April- 
May turn. Imported chemicals, however, 
got out of favor, and prices touched low 
levels. March brought an upward turn, and 
the index rose to 419.2 by April 1, continu- 
ing upward through the succeeding month 
to 425.9. A slight decline to 425.7 occurred 
during May, and the index is now down to 
422.1. 

Yellow prussiates held the center of the 
stage for a while, prices reaching high levels 
during May, but they tumbled later when 
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demand shrunk materially. Under the in- 
fluence of export interest, blue vitriol 
strengthened in the late winter months, and 
the development of domestic demand dur- 
ing May and June resulted in a sold-up 
market. Prices rose sharply, and delivery 
before July 15 became impossible. 


Coal Tar Products 


Scarcity of benzol has been the prom- 
inent feature of the coal tar products mar- 
ket since the first of the year. Prompt 
shipment and export business in this prod- 
uct have been out of the question. The coal 
strike, naturally, has not assisted toward 
improvement. Other basic products have 
been similarly affected, phenol prices touch- 
ing new altitudes, with supplies scarce. 

Intermediates have pursued a uniformly 
dull course under the influence of a general 
lack of interest. Colors have been under 
continual adjustment downward until prices 
in many instances are on a level with, or 
below, those of pre-war days. Numerous 
additions, especially among vat colors, 
have been made by domestic producers. 

Throughout the six months the trend of 
the price index in this market has been 
slowly but surely downward, as the fol- 
lowing figures show (normal=12): Jan- 
uary 1, 29.3; February 1, 28.7; March 1, 
28.5; April 1, 27.9; May 1, 27.5; June 1, 
27.4; July 1, 27.1. The outlook is uncer- 
tain. 

Cottonseed Oil 

The year opened with dullness in the 
cottonseed oil market, but expectations 
were keen. About the middle of the first 
quarter a sharp advance occurred in re- 
fined oil futures, due mainly to a rise in 
hogs and lard. The movement of live hogs 
in the West was below expectations despite 
high prices, and crude oil in Southern mar- 
kets moved upward. Speculation on the 
long side increased for accounts of refiners, 
Southern, Western, Wall Street and local 
traders. Later there was a partial reaction 
on a setback in lard, following a falling off 
in export demand and an increase in the 
movement of hogs. Export business has 
been checked almost to extinction, factors 
blaming the emergency tariff on foreign 
vegetable oils, which enabled Europe to se- 
cure ample supplies at low prices. 

Crude Drugs 

During the past six months New York has 
become the cheapest market in the world for 
many crude drugs. Replacement prices, even 
home prices in foreign markets, are generally 
higher than local quotations. This is attributed 
to lack of interest among domestic consumers, 
with rising European exchange enhancing 
values abroad. Not all foreign drugs, however, 
have become cheaper during the period. Saf- 
fron, Russian cantharides, and musk root have 
practically doubled in value. Henbane and 
Sumatra benzoin have been subjected to still 
greater advances. Levant wormseed, Mexican 
vanilla and insect powder are other prominent 
examples of higher prices. 

Domestic crudes have been generally de- 
pressed, due to lack of buying in quantity. 
Considering the modest character of business, 
values have held up well. While prices tended 
downward the movements were small and 
rather confirmed the firm basis of the market. 
One feature of the entire market is the unsus- 
pected light stocks of many items, a condition 
not realized until a real call comes and the 
market is found almost bare of supplies. 

As a unit, dealers believe firmly in higher 
prices, basing their ideas on (1) cribbed, cab- 
ined and confined stocks; (2) higher replace- 
ment costs than spot values; (3) ever widen- 
ing need for supplies, which eventually must 
force consumers into the market. 

January 1 the price index was 79.9 (nor- 
mal—60). It went down slightly to 79.7, but 
s now 106.7. 
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Drugs and Fine Chemicals 

Commodities in this group have been just 
about “holding their own” as a whole, but not 
much more.  ( ompetition is keen between do- 
mestic and imported goods, especially bromides, 
quicksilver, caffeine alkaloid, mercurials to 
some extent, pilocarpine, atropine and spar 
teine sulphate, to mention a few. 

Alcohol was mighty weak early in the year, 
but denatured at least shows signs of market 
betterment at present. Bismuths, iodides and 
mercurials have all been held firm by the rising 
cost of raw materials abroad a movement 
enhanced by rising exchange Menthol shows 
weakness, has been fundamentally Weak since 
January 1, although a speculative advance took 
place, which subsequently was lost. Oxalates 
show marked strength because of higher prices 
for the acid. Quinine marked the six months 
with a decline. 

The entire group has been dull and repressed 
so far as more expansive business was con- 
cerned. Considering that fact, the steadiness 
of prices as a whole is noteworthy. 

The range of the price index (nor- 
mal=136) has been from 154.2 January ] 
down to 148.1 and back to 150.8 at the pres- 
ent time. 

Essential Oils 

Citrous oils have been speculative, orange, 
bergamot and lemon undergoing various 
vicissitudes which generally have resulted 
in narrow price changes noteworthy more 
because of frequency than for important ef- 
fect on the consuming trade. Other oils 
were generally firm with a rising tendency 
in scarce materials, such as lavender. gera- 
nium, _cassia, — pennyroyal, peppermint, 
spearmint, tansy, spruce, hemlock, citron- 
ella, and cedar leaf. 

There has been a fair business during 
the six months, although orders as a whole 
have not been large. However, the busi- 
ness done represented profits—a fact in dis- 
tinction to the attempts last year to make 
profits on inflated costs. 

Of fundamental effect on the trade was 
the proposed removal of several dutiable 
oils from the tariff. This tended to make 
speculation. Importers have warehoused 
in bond shipments of materia] which would 
enter duty free if the tariff should be re- 
moved. This makes for scarcity and high 
prices, as the attempt to save the present 
20 per cent. duty keeps current supplies 
low. 

The price index (normal=190) stood at 
259.7 at the beginning of the year, slumped 
to 250.9, but soon came back again, reach- 
ing 252. It is now 251. 

Fertilizer Materials 

Sales of fertilizers during the early 
months of the year were disappointingly 
small. Makers of mixed fertilizers, how- 
ever, cut their prices sharply and there was 
a good late-in-the-season ‘demand. 
cially from the North. Consumption in the 
+ seo ae this spring was much less than 

There has been a 
ammoniates, and prices have had a ten- 
dency to advance recently. Potash has 
sold all year below the pre-war level, and 
May-June prices were lower than those for 
the first four months of 1922. 

Lack of export demand for a time de- 
pressed the market for phosphates, but the 
condition is much better now than it was 
at the beginning of the year. Over-export- 
ing caused a shortage of sulphate of am- 
monia during the second quarter of the 
year, and the coal strike creates an uncer- 
tainty regarding future domestic supplies. 

Flaxseed and Linseed Oil 

Flaxseed advanced rapidly for a time owing 
to active speculative operations on the bull side, 
favored by a shortage in production, especially 
in Argentina. There was also speculative buy- 
ing on prospects of an increase in the tariff 
on both seed and oil. Stocks of seed have been 
steadily dwindling in this country and are small 
In recent weeks the tendency of seed prices 
has been downward everywhere on wesk- 
ness in cereals and general selling. Crop re- 
ports from India have been favorable, the final 

official estimate of the yield recently issued 
being 434,000 tons, against only 269,000 tons

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last season. Domestic crop accounts of late 
have been more favorable. 

Oil followed seed in prices, advancing and 
then receding. Importations of foreign oil have 
been very heavy, foreign producers being able 
to undersell American makers by a substantial 
margin, 

Miscellaneous Oils 

These products were active and advancing at 
one time in the first quarter, due to the rise in 
cottonseed oil and lard, but business much of 
the time has been quiet. Re cently the tendency 
of some products has been downward owing 
to weakness in cottonseed and linseed oils and 
sluggishness of trade. China wood oil has 
displayed considerable strength owing to the 
political situation in China. 

At one time speculative buying of coconut 
oil, on the belief that it was too low in com- 
parison with other fats, was a feature of the 
market, but this oil after advancing has latterly 
weakened under offerings of speculative hold- 
ings and lack of demand. 


Natural Dyestuffs 


Early in the year albumen became a center 
of interest, and prices climbed almost to war- 
time levels. Demand exceeds supply, and the 
prospects of further receipts from China are 
remote, Other dyestuffs have been uniformly 
dull. 

Extracts have showed litile activity because 
of the low stage of the leather industry and 
the widespread closing of textile mills. ‘Gam- 
bier, which started out early in the year with 
a marked display of strength, has slumped to 
pre-war levels. 

Competition of producers accentuated the 
effects of lack of demand to bring about a 
steady decline since January in quotations on 
bichromates. 

January 1 the price index was 16 (normal 
11). It declined slowly but steadily to 14.6 
May 1, rebounded to 14.7 June 1, and is now 
15.3. 

Naval Stores 

The leading event of the past six months 
in the market for naval stores was a sen- 
sational rise in turpentine in June, the ad- 
vance in one week amounting to over $20 
per barrel. This was due to an urgent de- 
mand from foreign shorts and to specula- 
tive operations by domestic traders, Con- 
suming demand had also become more ac- 
tive. Since the opening of the season, April 
1, stocks in the primary markets have been 
decreasing, whereas there is usually an in- 
crease. ‘This is attributed to the coid, rainy 
weather that prevailed in the spring and re- 
tarded the flow of the sap. Stocks in Lon- 
don are exceptionally small. 

Rosins have moved upward moderately 
in sympathy with the strength of turpentine. 
Paint Materials 
Business in paint materials was hardly 
so active early in the year as it had been 
expected to be, but there was a very good 
market during the second quarter, with a 
record-breaking demand for white lead and 
certain other materials. The strength of 
the market has been the direct result of the 
large amount of new building going on all 

over the country. 

Prices, as a rule, have been about 15 per 
cent. under those of corresponding dates 
last year. Important price reductions have 
not been many during the period, how- 
ever, and the only advances made were 
those forced by rising prices of raw mate- 
rials and were confined to lead pigments 
and a few dry colors. 

Petroleum 

With a record-breaking domestic output 
every month of crude oil and major refined 
products, the petroleum industry has been 
very busy this year—on the producing side, 
at least. On the marketing side, however, 
the industry still leans over-heavily on one 
product—gasoline. Domestic consumption 
of gasoline during the six months has been 
much larger than in any similar preceding 
period, but stocks at the end of the half 
year are larger than ever before at that sea- 
son. Exports, both of gasoline and kero- 
sene, have shown improvement, but export 
demand has not been particularly active for 
any refinery products.

Petroleum Trade Strengthens at Home 

In so far as that stability is concerned 
which is based on reserve supplies, the pe- 
troleum industry gained by the measure of 
more than ten million barrels during the 
month of May last. It also gained in sta- 
tistical strength on the basis of supply and 
demand, for the increase in stocks on hand 
occurred in spite of consumption exceeding 
that of any preceding month since Novem- 
ber, 1920. ‘Trading, therefore, as well as 
the industry in a fundamental sense, showed 
greater strength as a resuit of activities dur- 
ing May, the latest month for which com- 
plete statistics are available. Doubtless 
therein is to be found the influence which 
caused the slightly more recent advance in 
prices for crude in the Eastern fields. 

At that there has arisen new reason to 
adhere to the opinion expressed in these 
columns five weeks ago, that prices are not 
the chief controlling factor in the petroleum 
Production of crude petroleum, 
May almost touched the peak 
reached two months earlier, has shown a 
decline since the advance in prices was 
made.

Comparison of the January-May period of 
the current year with the first five months 
of 1921 indicates a gain of 12.96 per cent. 
This is not so good as the showing a month 
earlier, but it must be recalled that May 
was the record month in 1921. Production 
in the main fields, in comparison of the two 
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five-month periods, averaged as follows at 
the end of May last: Midcontinent, 23.9 per 
cent. gain; Rocky Mountain, 11.44 per cent. 
gain; Gulf coast, 1.61 per cent. gain; Cali- 
fornia, 0.02 per cent. loss; Illinois-South- 
western Indiana, 5.07 per cent. loss; Appa- 
lachian, 8 per cent. loss; Lima-Indiana, 
bev per cent. loss. The fields retain the 
order of their ranking a month earlier, but 
all except Midcontinent show improve- 
ment. 

Improvement was also almost universal 
on the consuming side, the Lima-Indiana 
field alone making a less favorable showing 
for the five months than for the January- 
April, 1921, period. Comparing the cor- 
responding five-month periods of 1922 and 
1921, consumption up to the end of May in 
the main fields was this year as follows: 
Rocky Mountain, 19.97 per cent. greater; 
Illinois-Southwestern Indiana, 11.03 per 
cent. greater (a marked improvement over 
the showing of a month earlier); Midcon- 
tinent, 1.93 per cent. greater; Appalachian, 
1.4 per cent. less; Gulf coast, 2.57 per cent. 
less; California, 3.03 per cent. less; Lima- 
Indiana, 5.4 per cent. less. Only the Rocky 
Mountain and California fields retain their 
standing of April 30; among the others 
some rose; some fell. 

Taking the country as a whole, consump- 
tion during May last was 14.21 per cent. 


greater than in the preceding month, and 
19.78 per cent. greater than in May, 1921. 
For the corresponding five-month periods 
total consumption was 2.42 per cent. 
greater this year in comparison with a 1.78 
per cent. shortage at the end of April. 

The strength of the market for petro- 
leum may be calculated for statistical pur- 
poses on the basis of the support indicated 
by the rate of consumption in relation to 
that of production. Taking the factor, 100, 
to represent this relativity as of May 31, 
1921, the figure for all the fields a year later 
is 90.67. This compares quite favorably 
with 86.5, the factor for April 30. On this 
comparison we base the above-mentioned 
conclusion that trading in petroleum has 
strengthened. \When the excess of stocks 
on hand May 31, 1922, over those of a year 
earlier is taken into consideration, the sta- 
tistical position of the market June 1, this 
year, was only 68.7 per cent, as strong as at 
the corresponding time in 1921. This fac- 
tor, however, is to be compared with that 
of 52 for May 1, 1922.

It is gratifying to note 
statistical improvement in all but one 
(Lima-Indiana) of the fields. 

So much to indicate the improvement of 
petroleum trade at home; the foreign trade 
story for May is of a different sort. Im- 
ports during that month were 16.36 per 
cent. larger than those in April; exports 
were 20.88 per cent. less. Imports from 
January 1 to May 31, this year, were 15.8 
per cent. greater than those in the first five 
months of 1921; exports were 0.77 per cent. 
less. With the extension of American 
operations in foreign oil-producing fields 
will naturally come a lessening of exports 
from this country; the needs of other con- 
suming nations will be taken care of more 
largély with oil from other fields. 

It must be borne in mind that consump- 
tion of crude petroleum is not ultimate con- 
sumption. The outlets for certain refined 
derivatives are not so capacious as those 
for the raw material in proportion to supply. 
However, with the coal strike holding on, 
and a tie-up of rail transportation threat- 
ening, the petroleum industry has reason 
for seeing opportunities ahead. It also has 
good reason for going after them.

The commission has information about 
royalties paid by its licensees into the 
United States Treasury, but it does not 
feel at liberty to disclose the amount of 
such royalties paid by licensees involved 
in the Chemical Foundation suits It is 
stated that the commission itself received 
no royalties.

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Chloroform from Army Surplus — - 
Seized Because of Decomposition 


Bureau of Chemistry Striving to Get All Off the 
Market to Prevent Anesthetic Mishaps— 
Tin Container Blamed 


WASHINGTON, June 28, 1922. 

Nearly half of the approximately 200,- 
000 quarter-pound tins of chloroform 
that have been sold from the army sur- 
plus stocks during the last two years 
has been seized during the last two weeks 
by agents of the U. S. Bureau of Chem- 
istry, Department of Agriculture, as be- 
low U. S. P. standard and _ unfit for 
anesthetic use. Seizures to date cover 
70,045 tins, and are still going on, based 
on reports by Dr. Spencer, anesthetic 
expert of the bureau, that the chloroform 
was bad. 

The bureau’s one desire, as expressed 
today by Dr. Glover, in charge of the in- 
vestigation is to get all the army 
chloroform off the market. For a few 
days the bureau ordered an embargo on 
all ehloroform packed in tin, regaraiess 
of whether it was army surplus mate- 
rial or not, but now the restriction is 
confined to the army stuff. About 1,000,- 
000 more tins, sold prior to two years 
ago, may also be involved. 

The War Department deplores this 
unfortunate situation, and is co-operating 
with the Bureau of Chemistry in checking 
up on the chloroform and preventing it 
from being more widely distributed than 
it already has been. Army officials also 
regret that such sensational accounts of 
the matter have appeared in the press 
within the last few days. They state the 
situation is not nearly so bad as it has 
been painted, pointing out that nobody 
has yet been killed as a result of the use 
of the alleged impure drug, and decia:- 
ing that probably nobody will be, as 
chloroform is said to be of such a con- 
stituency that any decomposition or 
change is immediately apparent to the 
doctor or nurse administering it, by its 
cloudy or otherwise unusual appearance.

This, however, is denied by 
the Bureau of Chemistry, 
the drug is taken from the can for ad- 
ministration as anesthetic one drop at a 
time, which is at once absorbed by gauze. 
Therefore, they say, discoloration or 
other signs of decomposition might easily 
be overlooked. When the can is first 
opened, it is said, the top is cut out and 
a cork put in, one never sees the 
chloroform except in the dropping process, 
If ina bottle, on the other hand, 
it can be readily seen. This is thought 
be one of the chief reasons why the 
Pharmacopeia prescribes the pack- 
ing of the drug in glass bottles. 

The army chloroform was bought from 
E. R. Squibb & Sons during the war for 
field use, and was put up in tins espe- 
cially for the convenience of the army for 
such use. It had to be packed in heid 
outfits, it seems, and therefore tin con- 
tainers were preferable to glass on ac- 
count of the lesser breakage danger and 
also the lighter weight. This method, 
though absolutely contrary to U. S. P. 
specifications, was selected on account of 
the war emergency, just as many other 
things in connection with the conflict 
were done with more or less disregard 
for fine points. 


Decomposition Unexplained 


Just why the army choloform should 
have gone bad is a mystery to army oni- 
cials, it is said, despite the technically 
improper packing, aS eases have been 
heard of where the drug kept in perfect 
condition in tin containers for forty years. 
The army, too, instituted an investigation 
following reports of impurity in _ its 
chloroform, and has notified all sales 
depots to cease sales of the drug pend- 
ing analysis of samples from each manu- 
facturer’s lot. The supply and_ sales 
depots were also instructed to notify all 
persons who had bought any of it, to 
withhold it from further distribution. It 
is admitted that it is a hard matter to 
trace all of the choloform sold by the 
army, but the best that can be done is 
being done, it is maintained. 

It also appears unlikely that the 
terial will be used in innocence of its 
impurity, if for no other restraining in- 
fluence, because it is said that Squibb & 
Sons who were called in to assist tne 
War Department in its’ investigation, 
thereupon proceeded to tell the world 
about it, so to speak, by circulating ad- 
vertisements throughout the country and 
perhaps the world, apprising all readers 
of the alleged danger in army surplus 
chloroform and warning against its use. 

The War Department will probably re- 
call all that can be located of the im- 
pure drug and refund the money which 
was received from its sales, which were 
at about 8 cents per tin, it is said, and 
this despite the fact that some reports 
indicate that certain lots of the drug 
examined are in perfect condition. It is 
conceded that there have undoubtedly 
been changes in some of the cholorform, 
but present knowledge of the War De- 
partment officials as to the exact nature 
and effect of those changes is greatly 
limited; they may be dangerous and they 
may not, it is stated.

Reparations Dyes May 
Continue to Come In 


State Department Advises Com- 
mission That Status Quo 
Is Satisfactory 


WASHINGTON, June 29, 


The United States Government has 
taken steps to call the attention of the 
Reparations Commission to the resolution 
of Senator Shortridge of California, now 
pending before Congress, authorizing the 
President to take necessary steps to ob- 
tain reparation dyes for the United States. 
This was done, not by a formal note to 
the Reparations Commission, but by a 
cablegram to Roland Boyden, American 
unofficial representative with the com- 
mission. which included the text the 
Shortridge resolution. 

In that cablegram the State Depart- 
ment said that this government would 
have no objection to the status quo being 
maintained until Congress can act upon 
the subject. There has been no answer 
from Mr. Boyden and nothing received 
from the commission to indicate its at- 
titude. 

If the status quo is maintained, it is 
understood that the Textile Alliance 
would continue to receive reparation dyes 
for distribution in the United States. 
Some time ago the Reparations Commis- 
sion intimated that such dye allotments 
would stop unless the Textile Alliance 
was officially designated as agent for this 
government to handle reparation dyes by 
June 30

nection with reparation dyes, upon the 
ground that there was no authority .w 
have such an agent. Introduction of the 
Shortridge resolution eventually followed 
conferences between the chairman of the 
Senate Dye Investigating Committee and 
the Secretary of State. 

While the resolution was designed to 
clear up the question of authority to name 
an agent, a step toward improving the 
situation from the standpoint of those 
who wish this government to continue re- 
ceiving its share of reparation dyes is be- 
lieved to have been taken by the dispatch 
of the above mentioned memorandum to 
Mr. Boyden. Whereas a former arrange- 
ment was cancelled for lack of authority, 
it now appears that the State Department 
has no objection to the Textile Alliance 
continuing to receive reparation dyes for 
this country. 

Under the circumstances, there is a be- 
lief in unofficial circles that the present 
arrangement will be continued for some 
months, as there is no apparent intention 
in Congress to pass the Shortridge resolu- 
tion in the near future, although Paris 
despatches describe the communication 
from this country as not entirely satis- 
factory to reparation circles. 


Legislation Held’ Unnecessary 


Chairman Lodge of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee says that there is 
no indication of that body doing anything 
soon with the Shortridge resolution. There 
is opposition to it in committee, he says, 
and it would have been impossible to ob- 
tain its passage before July 1. 

The view of the committee is under- 
stood to be that the Secretary of State or 
the President has authority to take steps 
to obtain reparation dyes at present with- 
out special legislation. Members of the 
committee say that recent press reports 
indicate that the department is exercising 
that authority. 


King Wants Probe 


Senator King of Utah proposes to 
vestigate the question of American at- 
taches of the reparations commission. He 
charges that there are such attaches paid 
by Germany, and accordingly has intro- 
duced the following resolution :— 

Resolved, That the Secretary of State is re- 
quested to report to the Senate the names of 
any official or so-called ‘‘unofficial’’ representa- 
tives of the State Department accredited to the 
Reparation Commission, or presuming to act 
for the United States in dealing with the Re- 
paration Commission, together with a statement 
of the instructions under which said persons 
may be acting or pretending to act for the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and also a state- 
ment of the salaries and allowances made to 
said persons and by whom paid, and further as 
to whether or not officers of the Army have 
been attached to said Reparation Commission 
or have been delegated by the State Department 
to represent the government in dealing with the 
Reparation Commission, and whether or not 
such officers have been permitted to receive 
or have received salaries and allowances from 
the Reparation Commission in addition to their 
pay and allowances as officers of the Army,

Members of the paint and paint ma- 
terial industry are just now busy sell- 
ing goods and not inclined to disturb 
the market by announcing price 
changes. At this time last year a num- 
ber of important reductions were made 
in paint material prices, but conditions 
are different at time from 
those existing twelve months ago. In 
the first place, prices in the main are 
considerably lower, and in almost 
every line producers and handlers take 
the view that the cutting has gone as 
far as it can until there is a possibility 
of further reductions in production 
costs. Recently costs have been ad- 
vancing rather than coming down and 
there have been a number of cases 
where raw materials have advanced 
considerably. 

The beginning of the second half of 
the year was not marked by any im- 
portant changes in quotations. The 
disposition of the industry seems to 
be to hold prices where they are for 
the balance of the summer season, un- 
the unexpected should happen. 
leading makers of lead pigments 
last week extended the time during 
which they guarantee prices to their 
customers from August 31 to November 
30. This means that during this time 
buyers will be protected against any 
declines. 

Undoubtedly more paint was con- 
sumed on new constructions last month 
than during any month of the year, as 
many of the buildings started earlier 
in the year reached the stage where 
they required the use of the paint 
brush, There is no letup in building 
activities all over the country, and the 
June showing of new contracts award- 
ed will undoubtedly be a very good 
one. It is hoped that the reduction in 
freight rates will give additional stim- 
ulation the building boom. If the 
showing made during the last half 
of the year is as good as that made 
during the first half, there will be no 
reason for any complaint. 

It is not to be expected that 
can be any great change in the 
acter of demand at this season 
year. There is nothing that points 
to any lessening of interest in paints 
in the immediate future; and, as stocks 
have been smaller than normal all 
year, there is a steady routine demand 
that promises to continue indefinitely. 
Taking it as a whole, the paint in- 
dustry is in excellent shape and is do- 
ing a very satisfactory business. De- 
mand for white lead active as 
ever, and the other popular pigments 
are moving well. The call for dry col- 
ors is fully up to the season, and pro- 
ducers have no large stocks on hand 
to act as a weight on the market. 
In some lines, business is so good that 
producers have all they can do to keep 
up with deliveries, and some of the 
large makers of mixed paints are find- 
ing this a rather difficult thing to do. 

There has been nothing sensational 
about the business done during the first 
half of the year, but it has been all 
that could be expected considering the 
general conditions of the country. 
Labor have been so high to 
discourage repainting to an extent; 
but, on the other hand, the call for 
paints for on new buildings has 
been better than any one had a right 
to expect, and: the situation in which 
the paint industry finds itself today 
compares most favorably with that 
of any other domestic industry of sim- 
ilar importance. The trade has been 
most energetic in pushing business, 
and has been better organized for the 
accomplishment of its aims than are 
most American industries. 

Business was active during the past 
week in most lines, and repeat orders 
are beginning to come in in a manner 
that speaks well for consumption dur- 
ing the rest of the year. And no time 
since the beginning of the year has the 
feeling in the industry been as opti- 
mistic as it is at the present, and it 
seems more and more probable as the

Irregularity developed in the spec- 
ulative flaxseed markets of the world 
last week. Buenos Aires was firmer in 
the main, the net change in that mar- 
ket for the week being an advance of 
about 5c. per bushel. The effect of the 
rise there was offset to some extent 
by improved weather and crop reports 
from parts of the American and Ca- 
nadian Northwest. 

Demand for cash and July seed in 
domestic markets was more active on 
declines, but traders did not seem dis- 
posed to take hold of the later months 
very freely, preferring to await further 
developments in the new crop situa- 
tion before entering extensively into 
new engagements on either side of the 
distant positions. On advances, sell- 
ing was noted of the next crop months 
for account of country operators. 
Some of the crop reports rece.ved of 
late from both sides of the border 
have been rather more favorable, but 
advices of an opposing character have 
also to be received. The conflicting 
nature of reports in regard to the acre- 
age has not unnaturally had a ten- 
dency to make some traders inclined 
to hold aloof for official statements. 
The first report from the U. 8S. De- 
partment of Agricunlture will be is- 
sued a week from today. 

Some in the trade here have reached 
the conclusion that the acreage will 
not show much change from last sea- 
and that is the tenor of not a 
reports that have been re- 
ceived recently from private sources 
in both the American and the Cana- 
dian northwest. In this connection it 
is interesting to note that one of the 
most prominent houses in Minneapolis 
says: “Seeding is now completed, 
and we feel that our early estimates 
are correct. At that time we stated 
that the flax acreage of the northwest 
would be very close to that of last 
year, and we believe that the decrease 
in some districts will be made up by 
the increase in others. The growing 
conditions for flax have so far been 
satisfactory. There has been a suf- 
ficient amount of mo:sture to germi- 
nate the seed and to develop a good 
growth.” Similar reports have been re- 
ceived from 


other sources. 

Early planted flax in some of the 
southern districts is reported to be 
blossoming. Further north the plants 
in some sections are declared to be 
backward for this period of the sea- 
son, but it is added that with favor- 
able weather during the next few 
weeks much of the lost ground can 
be recovered. Meantime the statis- 
tical position of the old crop continues 
to grow rapidly stronger. Receipts at 
some points increase for a time, only 
to fall off again. It is believed that 
very little unsold flax remains in the 
country to come forward, 

An event of interest to the trade 
abroad, and also in this country was 
the publication of the final official 
estimate of the Indian crop for 1921-22. 
It put the yield at 434,000 tons, which 
was above the ideas of many in the 
trade. It compared with a final gov- 
ernment yield last year of 269,000 tons, 
and with a crop in the preceding sea- 
419,000 tons. In discussing the 
report, a leading London au- 
says:—' With the official data 
Indian crop now in our pos- 
session, we can arrive at the surplus 
still remaining in the chief sources 
of supply, namely, Argentine and In- 
dia. From past experience it is ascer- 
tained that India usually exports about 
70 per cent. of her crop, so that on this 
India had at the commencement 
of April from the new crop (we con- 
sider that old reserves were ex- 
hausted by April of this year), round- 
ly 300,000 tons exportable. By deduct- 
ing the exports the commence- 
ment of the new there remain 
about 235,000 tons, whilst Argentina, 
if we take our agents’ estimates of 
surplus has 390,000 tons, but only 
320,000 official cal-

Cottonseed Oil 


The trend of refined cottonseed oil 
futures in the local market was again 
downward in the main last week. July 
unchanged, but other months 

to 27 points lower on Friday 
with the final quotations 
of the previous Saturday, the distant 
months showing the most weakness. 
Depressing factors were favorable 
weather over most sections of the cot- 
ton belt, improved crop accounts, re- 
ports of sales of new crop crude oil 
at a further decline and sluggishness 
of trade in lard compound. Also, cot- 
ton and lard weakened at times. 

The weekly government crop report 
Was regarded by many in the trade as 
the most favorable issued thus far tins 
season. It stated that the week aver- 
aged warmer than normal in nearly all 
cotton growing States and rainfall was 
generally light to moderate except in a 
few localities where rather heavy rains 
occurred, principally in the more east- 
ern portion of the belt. Sunshine was 
abundant, being nearly continuous 
throughout the week in some western 
portions. Under these conditions cot- 
ton made fair to very progress 
generally and excellent in 
tions, the most favorable advance 
ing reported from Texas and Arkansas, 

The condition of the crop was re- 
ported as poor to fair in eastern and 
central Oklahoma, but very good in 
northern and western portions. It was 
fair to excellent in southern and west- 
ern Texas and mostly poor to fair else- 
where in that State. Squares and bolls 
were forming rapidly in Arkansas aud 
plants were beginning to bloom in 
Tennessee. Warm, dry weather was 
very favorable in Georgia, where the 
crop was clean and fruiting well, al- 
though its general condition continues 
poor to fair lants were blooming 
freely in east central and southern

North Carolina. Weather was gener- 
ally favorable for cultivation, which 
made rapid progress, and for decrease 
in weevil activities. Weevils were re- 
ported less active in many localities 
although they continued numerous and 
were doing considerable damage in 
places, 

Estimates of the crop are being in- 
creased in some quarters. Some who 
recently thought the indications point- 
ed to a yield of not over 10,500,000 to 
11,000,000 bales have added 1,000,000 or 
more bales to their earlier guesses. A 
number of private reports were issued 
during the week. In all instances they 
showed an improvement in the condi- 
tion of the crop. One report put the 
condition at 74.9 per cent. and in the 
raw cotton market this caused con- 
siderable selling. 

The monthly government condition 
report on the condition of the cotton 
crop will be issued at 12:30 p. m. to- 
day, standard time. Some guesses on 
the official figures range from 72 to 
75 per cent. The real date of the re- 
port will be June 25. Last month the 
condition was officially stated at 69.6 
per cent. and a year ago it was 69.2 
per cent. The 10-year average for 
June 25 is 77 per cent. 4 

New crop crude oil in the Southwest 
was easier, sales of about 10 tanks 
being reported in Texas for October- 
November-December shipment at Te. 
per pound, showing a decline of 4c. as 
compared with the last previous sales. 
Export trade in lard compound was 
slow and purchasing by domestic con- 
sumers was generally limited to mod- 
erate quantities. The market for com- 
pound was easy with reports current 
of offerings from second hands at 
below the prices quoted by makers. 

The average weight of the hogs re- 
ceived at Chicago during the week 
ended June 24 was 246 pounds. Some 
predict a large run of hogs in the fall. 
A net increase of 14.5 per cent. in the 
number of pigs produced in the corn 
belt states during the first half of 
1922 as compared with the first half 
of 1921 is indicated in a special pig 
survey recently completed by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. The 
survey shows a gross increase of 22.8 
per cent. in the number of spring lit- 
ters this year compared with the 
number of litters born last spring, but 
the average number of pigs saved per 
litter is 7 per cent, less than last 
spring. If the farmers carry out their 
expressed intentions with respect to 
breeding for fall farrowings the total 
number of sows expected to farrow 
for the year, including spring and fall 
farrowings, will be 28 per cent. larger 
than last year. 

Some sold on 
large deliveries on July contracts. 
Wednesday was the first day for the 
issuance of July tenders and 3,700 
barrels were delivered. The total 
tenders for the week were 4,600 bar- 
rels. Estimates of the total quantity 
to be delivered during the month run 
as high in some cases as_ 8,000 to 
10,000 barrels. According to the un- 
derstanding of some, the oil was ten- 
dered by refiners. Local traders sold 
the fall and winter months on the im- 
provement in crop accounts. Houses 
with connections in the West and 
South were sellers. 

On the other hand there were 
ecasional rallies. Although much of 
the weather and crop news was favor- 
able there were some reports of a 
bullish character received from vari- 
ous parts of the cotton belt. The crop 
everywhere is backward. In some 
sections it is from three to five weeks 
late, increasing the danger of weevil 
damage later on. Rainfalls of more 
than an inch were reported at some 
points in Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Georgia, where they were not wanted. 
In parts of Texas temperatures of 100 
to 104 degrees were reported. Some 
contend that excessively h:gh temper- 
atures in view of the sappy condition 
of the plant are likely to prove very 
damaging if continued for any length 
of time.

Business in some branches of the 
market was more active last week, 
though so far as the general list of 
vegetable, animal and fish products 
was concerned the improvement was 
comparatively slight. Consumers in 
many cases are still disposed to pur- 
chase merely for current needs. Or- 
ders for moderate quantities, however, 
were received in some quarters in an 
increased volume. The feeling in 
trade circles regarding the future was 
cheerful. General business in this 
country continues to improve, the gain 
in some lines recently being more pro- 
nounced than at any time since the re- 
covery became noticeable. 

Moreover, sentiment in trade circles 
has been influenced favorably by the 
announcement from Washington that 
official action has been started looking 
to a settlement of the labor troubles in 
the coal industry and to the preven- 
tion of a strike of railroad employees. 
Then, too, a reduction in railroad 
freight rates became effective July 1. 
It has been estimated that the reduc- 
tion will mean a saving to the people 
of the country of $400,000,000 annually, 
and it is believed that this will have a 
tendency to stimulate business. 

There were few developments of 
consequence in the way of price 
changes, though events of more or less 
interest were not entirely lacking. 
No further quotable change occurred 
in coconut oil, but the market con- 
tinued to present an easy appearance. 
Offerings were rather free on the 
Coast, and further sales were reported 
there for early shipment. The sale 
was noted of a fairly large lot of oil 
for shipment in bulk from Manila to 
this port. There was an absence of 
developments of importanre in the 
copra situation, the market being 
steady at recently prevailing prices 
with a few sales of small lots noted. 

China wood oil was more active, the 
transactions reported during the period 
reviewed showing a considerable in- 
crease over the sales noted in recent 
weeks. The market was easy, supplies 
in some quarters having increased. 
Adv-ces from China in regard to po- 
litical and market conditions were 
rather bullish. Stocks of wood oil in 
Hankow are said to be light and, ow- 
ing to the disturbed political condi- 
tions, the output in the interior, ac- 
cording to some in the trade here, is 
likely to be below normal for some 
time to come. 

Corn oil continued easy, and some 
further shading of prices was reported 
on both crude and refined. Crude oil 
was more active in the West at the 
lower level. Inquiries were in the 
market for lumbang and walnut oil 
but supplies have been closely cleaned 
up and no sales were reported. Olive 
oil was steady at recently prevailing 
prices, with a fai> jobbing demand 
noted for both denatured and edible 
grades. An increase was noted in the 
demand for olive oil foots. Palm oil 
was firmer, owing to a stronger situa- 
tion abroad. 

Soya bean oil retained a firm tone. 
Spot supplies are small and offerings 
for shipment were light. Late in the 
week sales of several cars were re- 
ported for shipment from the Orient. 
Reports were again current of offer- 
ings of domestic 0:1 for shipment from 
North Carolina, but no sales were 
noted. The peanut oil situation lacked 
new features, the market being quiet 
and steady. Sesame and rapeseed oils 
were maintainied at recent levels, with 
a fair request noted in some quarters 
for moderate quantities. The final In- 
dian government rapeseed crop esti- 
mate for the season placed the yield at 
nearly 300,000 tons more than in the 
previous season,

The one thing occurring in the oil 
market last week, that created com- 
ment, was the advance of one cent in 
tank wagon prices in the Middle West. 
In that section of the country jobbers 
have been claiming that there was no 
profitable ma-gin for them between re- 
finery prices and tank wagon prices. 
They tried to bring about an advance 
of two cents a gallon by jobbers, but 
were unable to carry out their plans. 
Now the big distributors in the terri- 
tory where the talk of a raise was cen- 
tered have gone half as far as the 
smaller marketers wanted to go, and 
made an advance of one cent. It re- 
mains to be seen whether or not this 
action means an all-round increase in 
tank wagon prices or net. 

Independent jobbers claimed that 
they were losing money on every gal- 
lon of gasoline they sold in the. terri- 
tory in which the advance was made, 
and that either refinery prices must 
come down or tank wagon prices must 
go up or they must go out of business. 
There has been no real reduction in 
refinery prices as yet, although the 
market is weaker. A cent a gallon will 
help the jobbers some, and a greater 
increase might encourage refiners to 
advance their prices. The reduction in 
freight rates will help the jobbers; so 
that, taking it all around, their position 
seems to have been materially im- 
proved. 

This is the period of the year when 
consumption of gasoline is at its 
height, and domestic consumption is 
very heavy. In spite of this, the situa- 
tion is hardly such as to justify a gen- 
eral advance in gasoline prices, for— 
all said and done—demand is not so 
good at the present time as it was ex- 
pected that it would be. In the Mid- 
continent fields there has been a let-up 
in demand for gasoline for export. The 
company that has been the heaviest ex- 
port buyer in that section this year is 
not in the market at the present time, 
and gasoline at the western refineries 
is weaker on account of the slackening 
of this call, although refiners hesitate 
about meeting the situation by price 
reductions. The advance in tank wagon 
prices made last week will undoubt- 
edly change the minds of any refiners 
who might have considered even a 
slight price reduction. 

The large distributing companies 
have big stocks of gasoline on hand, 
and this fact adds to the dullness of 
the spot refinery market. 

Everything depends on the gasoline 
market ,and so much was expected of 
it this summer that it will hardly be 
possible for it to come up to expecta- 
tions, Demand for other refinery prod- 
ucts is hardly up to normal, and this 
brings to the front the question of 
what is going to be the ultimate result 
of the enormous accumulation of crude 
oil. The large purchasing companies 
are increasing their tank rooms as rap- 
idly as is possible, but from many fields 
come reports that the limit of storage 
capacity is almost reached, and as long 
as Mexican oil continues to come into 
this country as it has been coming this 
year the supply will be greater than 
consumption, and stocks of crude oil 
in the United States must continue to 
increase. 

According to the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, the daily average con- 
sumption of the crude oil in the United 
States for May amounted to 1,599,097 
barrels. This was very heavy con- 
sumption. It was 195,997 barrels per 
day greater than that of the month be- 
fore, and closely approximated the rec- 
ord established in November, 1920, 
when the consumption was figured at 
1,623,033 barrels per day. In spite of 
this heavy consumption, however, 
pipeline and tank-farm stocks of do- 
mestic crude plus stocks of Mexican 
crude held in this country increased 
10,000,000 barrels during the month. 

Daily average domestic production 
for the week to June 24 was 1,441,350 
barrels, a decrease of 4,350 per day 
from the week before. Assuming that 
consumption is running about what it 
was in May, and reports from the re- 
fineries will indicate that this is the 
case, a production of 1,441,350 barrels 
per day would be 157,747 barrels a day 
less than consumption. To the domes- 
tic consumption, however, must be 
added the imports of Mexican crude, 
and for the week to June 24, imports 
amounted to 276,053 barrels per day. 
Although imports for that week were 
81,819 barrels a day less than for the 
week before ,and the lightest for a long 
time, still foreign oil plus domestic 
production totaled considerably larger 
than consumption, and there is more 
crude oil in storage in this country 
each day than there was the day be- 


fore, with total stocks at record-break- 
ing figures for a very long time. 

Stocks of crude oil in pipelines and 
on tank farms amounted to 245,030,000 
barrels at the end of May, and the 
stock on hand today is undoubtedly 
over a quarter of a billion barrels. 
The stock of crude at the end of May 
was 91,216,000 barrels larger than at 
the same date last year. When it is 
considered that prices are about twice 
what they were a year ago it can be 
seen how much more money is tied up 
in crude oil stocks than there was 
twelve months ago. It is easy to fig- 
ure that stocks on hand at the begin- 
ning of June amounted to supplies for 
a little less than half a year, but the 
point is that supplies are not going 
to be cut off, and that stocks are still 
increasing. Oil men are beginning to 
wonder how large stocks of crude can 
be carried with profit to the industry, 
as the interest on the amount of 
money tied up amounts to a most 
imposing figure. 

Aside from the advance in tank 
wagon prices in the Middle West, 
which included an advance of le. a 
gallon on kerosene, as well as_ the 
same advance on gasoline, there were 
few price changes recorded during the 
period. Advices from the midconti- 
nent fields are that no change had oc- 
curred in prices of any petroleum 
products and that tke market was 
absolutely dead. 

The movement in kerosene has 
slowed up; in spite of that fact prices 
have as yet shown no weakness. 
Lubricating oils are moving about as 
they have been, exports from New 
York averaging about 1,250,000 gallons 
a week. The effects of the coal strike 
upon the fuel oil market have as yet 
been a distinct disappointment to re- 
finers, although interest is said to be 
developing ationg. consumers in the 
Middle West. 

There was not a very active mar- 
ket during the period aside from the 
service station demand for gasoline, 
and bad weather over a large part of 
the country prevented that from being 
as active as it should be at this sea- 
son of the year. 


Crude Oil 


No advances or declines in crude oil 
prices occurred during the _ week. 
There seems little reason for expecting 
advances with stocks continuing to ac- 
cumulate, but in some fields produc- 
ers are beginning to fear that the 
tanks will soon all be full, and that 
then prices will have to come down. 
A year ago, with about 100,000,000 bar- 
rels less of crude oil on hand than at 
the present time, many leaders of the 
oil industry were urging that the sal- 
vation of the industry lay in a reduc- 
tion of production, and prices were cut 
to about half of what they are today 
in order, it was said, to hold produc- 
tion down. Since tke buying com- 
panies have tied up such a large 
amount of money in crude. stocks 
prices have held, and incidentally the 
agitation in favor of holding down 
production seems to have been dis- 
continued. On the other hand, some 
of the largest companies are making 
every effort to expand domestic pro- 
duction in every way possible, and the 
idea seems to be to get the oil out 
of the ground and carry it in the 
tanks, 

In spite of the large number of new 
wells reported as having been brought 
in in different fields, there was a 
slight decrease in domestic production 
for the week to June 24. There were 
decreases from the production of the 
previous week in Central Texas, North 
Louisiana and Arkansas and the Gulf 
coast fields, and increases in Oklahoma 
and California. The showing made by 
the Mexia field was very poor. Its 
average daily production for the week 
was only 67,000 barrels, while at one 
time last year it was producing as 
much as 170,000 barrels per day. 

The fact that a decrease has com- 
menced in the movement of Mexican 
oil to this country is encouraging to 
domestic producers. For the week to 
June 24, 1,932,370 barrels of Mexican 
oil were brought into this country, as 
compared with 2,505,100 barrels the 
week before. If such a decrease 
should continue for a few weeks there 
would begin to be a feeling that Mex- 
ican oil was not so great a menace to 
domestic producers as many have re- 
garded it. However, until there is 
definite news of a decrease in Mexican 
production the figures of one week's 
imports mean but little. About two- 
thirds of the Mexican oil coming into 
this country is light oil, and there is a

United States Pharmacopoeia specifies 
that chloroform is a ‘‘clear, colorless liquid’’ 
and gives intended to assure the absence 
of acid, free chlorine and various products re- 
sulting from the decomposition of chloroform. 
Practically all of the chloroform from army 
sources examined by the Bureau of Chemistry 
was found to be very turbid, containing con- 
siderable amounts of sediment resulting pre- 
sumably from the action of the chloroform on 
the metal container. It also failed to meet the 
tests fo- purity prescribed by the pharma- 
copoeia fome of it contains free acid, other 
samples were found to contain free chlorine, 
practi y all of the. samples contained chloro- 
nated mposition compounds and impurities 
decomposable by sulphuric acid. Examination 
of the interior of the cans shows in many in- 
stances considerable corrosion. While the 
chloroform was thus acting on the metal con- 
tainer the metal in turn was acting on the 
chloroform, decomposing and rendering it 
unfit for medicinal use

Revenue Receipts in May 


WASHINGTON, June 27, 1922. 

The U. S. Bureau of Internal Revenue 
today made public statistics of the col- 
lections of taxes from the various sources 
during May. Another statement issued 
at the same time shows quantity data on 
certain of the tax-paid products. This 
latter statement shows that taxes were 
paid on 1,096,335 gallons of non-beverage 
distilled spirits and 5,566 gallons of recti- 
fied spirits or wines, compared with 
1,693.055 and 4.282 gallons, respectively, 
for May, 1921. It is also shown that taxes 
were paid on 351,361 pounds of colored 
oleomargarine and 12,413,584 pounds of 
the uncolored last May, compared with 
$24,059 and 11,892,556 pounds, respect- 
ively, for May, 19: The tax-paid prod- 
ucts from Porto Rico last May included 
1,041 gallons of non-beverage distilled 
spirits

The total amount of petroleum products 
exported from Roumania during the first 
three months of 1922 was 93,066 tons, 
against 58,278 for the same period of 
1921. Exports of gasoline and kerosene 
made up practically all of the increase of 
34,788 tons. The total value of petroleum 
products exported during the first three 
months of 1922 was 438,606,000 lei. The 
export demand for gasoline and kerosene, 
according to the Moniteur, continues ex- 
cellent at increasing prices. 


Oklahoma Oils Classified 


WASHINGTON, June 28, 1922 


Classification of Oklahoma crude oils, 
made by the Bureau of Mines on the 
basis of relative gravities or viscosities of 
selected distillation fractions, shows that 
practically all samples fall within ranges 
that are characteristic of normal inter- 
mediate crudes, that is, they are inter- 
mediate between the crudes of the par- 
affin-base type, such as Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia crudes, and those of the 
naphtha-base type, such as the California 
crude. Some samples approach rather 
closely to the limits characteristic of the 
paraffin-base class. Many other samples 
are not notably different in this classifi- 
cation from typical Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia petroleums. The Oklahoma 
crudes are exceptionally uniform in 
gravity. 

The results of a study of the properties 
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of typical crude oils from the producing 
fields of Oklahoma are given in serial 
2364, soon to be issued by the Bureau of 
Mines. 


Georgia Collects Oil Fees 


ATLANTA, June 28, 1922. 

Following the entry of a final decree in 
the United States Court here, in the liti- 
gation between the State of Georgia and 
the Texas Co., involving the right of the 
State to charge inspection fees on oils in 
excess of the actual cost of inspection, 
Judge S. H. Sibley has ordered paid into 
the Treasury of the State approximately 
$385,000 collected from the Texas and 
other oil companies, and held up in the 
hands of a receiver until the determina- 
tion of the litigation. The Texas Co. con- 
tended the State had no authority to col- 
lect inspection fees in excess of the ac- 
tual cost of inspection. The Federal Court, 
in its decision upheld the right of the 
State to impose the fees both for inspec- 
tion cost and police purposes. 


Petroleum Permits Increase 


WASHINGTON, June 28, 1922. 

In a statement by Secretary of the In- 
terior Fall summarizing the work of the 
department in the classification of public 
lands during May, it is announced that 
the Geological Survey reported upon the 
structural relations of 324 applications 
for prospecting permits under the oil sec- 
trons of the leasing act of February 25 
1920, thus bringing the number of such 
reports rendered since the passage of the 
act to 13,882. About 300 such applica- 
tions were pending in the survey May 31, 
1922. During the month reports were 
rendered on 41 applications for coal pros- 
pecting permits, making a total of 563 
such reports rendered since the passage 
of the act. The survey has reported on 
159 applications for coal leases. 


Lease Receipts May Be Split 


WASHINGTON, June 29, 1922. 
Senator Smoot, of Utah, has introduced 
a bill to amend section 3 of the act ap- 
proved February 28, 1891, with reference 
to the leasing of Indian lands, so as to 
provide for distribution of funds obtained 
by the leasing of Indian oil, gas and other 
mineral lands in Utah, Arizona, and New 
Mexico, one-third each to the States in 
which the lands are located, to the recla- 
mation fund, and to the Indians in recog- 

nition of their equity in the property. 


Italian Oil League Planned 


The Petroleum League in Italy 
taken steps to call a conference of all 
interests in that country, which have in- 
vestments in petroleum fields and oil com- 
panies. Representatives of Italian petro- 
leum enterprises in Galicia, Mexico, Rou- 
mania, Venezuela and the Caucasus will 
be present at this meeting. 

The purpose of the meeting is to com- 
bine all the Italian petroleum interests in 
one organization, which will look after 
the financial and tecnnical development of 
the industry.

Suez Bars U.S. Tankers 
WASHINGTON, June 29, 1922. 

Regulations of the Suez Canal would bar 
tanker ships of the United States Ship- 
ping Board from that canal, according to 
a statement made by Representative Ed- 
monds, of Pennsylvania, acting chairman 
of the House Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries. He intimated that 
the United States through its control of 
the Panama Canal might be in a position 
to make Great Britain see the error of 
her ways with respect to the tanker dis- 
crimination.

Oil Supplies Exports in April 
WASHINGTON, June 23, 1922. 
Oil pipelines and casings exported from 
the United States in April aggregated §8,- 
170,641 pounds in quantity and $304,592 in 
value, according to records of the U. S. 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce. Twenty-nine foreign countries or 
localities shared in the receipts of these 
goods, Argentina, Brazil and Peru each 
taking more than 1,000,000 pounds, while 
British India, Venezuela, Australia, Eng- 
land, Trinidad and Tobago, and Mexico 
were also large importers.

Lubricants and Paint Oils 
In Good Demand in Wales 


WASHINGTON, June 27, 1922. 

There is a good market for lubricating 
and paint oils in the Swansea district, 
reports Consul A. B. Cooke. Swansea is 
distinctly an industrial center of Wales, 
being not only a coal mining center but 
a center for steel works, tinplate works, 
sheets works, tube works, copper woras 
and nickel works. These industries con- 
sume large quantities of lubricants. The 
district also has several ports where lu- 
bricating oils are purchased for vessels. 
Considerable quantities of paint oils and 
paints are also consumed annually for 
repair work on vessels. 

There is, further, a large consumption 
of oil for miners’ lamps, estimated at 120 
barrels, of 40 gallons each, monthly. Tis 
is apparently a mineral oil carried 
through a special process. It is sold in 
the district under a brand name 

The oils consumed in the Swansea mar- 
ket are chiefly of British manufacture, 
though considerable quantities of Ameri- 
can oil are used, and the latter is in good

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repute. One of the leading local whole- 
Salers estimates his present stock at some 
700 barrels of American oil and 2,000 
barrels of British oil. 


Texas Company Loses Suit 
On Adams Refining Rights 


George T. Rogers, Plainfield, N. J., has 
won his suit against Joseph H. Adams 
and the Texas Co., in which the plaintiff 
claimed the right to a 40 per cent. share 
in the royalties on the Adams refining 
process used by the oil company. As Mr. 
Rogers had assigned his rights to Stand- 
ard Oil interests, they will be consider- 
ably benefited by the decision. 

The Adams process is in use by Stand- 
ard Oil subsidiaries who, it is alleged, had 
been paying the Texas Co. $2,000,000 a 
year in royalties. The Standard inter- 
ests had backed Mr. Rogers in his suit. 

Mr. Adams, the inventor of the process, 
got funds from Mr. Rogers necessary in 
the development and exploitation of his 
invention. It was on the allegation that 
the money had been advanced under an- 
agreement that the lender was to have 
a 40 per cent. interest in the invention 
that the suit was brought, the intermedi- 
ate agreement between Mr. Adams and 
the Texas Co. having excluded Mr. 
Rogers. 

In his decision in the suit, Justice Mc- 
Avoy. before whom the action was tried 
in New York Supreme Court, said :— 


The facts which the Texas Co. knew and 
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with which it is chargeable—the duty of 
out—must be taken to have pointed 
to the probable existence of a right or 
title in conflict with that which they were 
about to buy. The failure to make reasonable 
inquiry under the circumstances deprives them 
of the status of the bona-fide purchaser with- 
out notice and charges them with a negligence 
at the time of purchase of the legal title, 
which, while amounting to less than a de- 
liberate shutting of the eyes to avoid light, 
amounts to a failure of what the reasonably 
prudent man would do in the exercise of ordi- 
nary diligence.

Midwest Refining Continues 
Taking S.O. Salt Creek Crude 


CASPER, Wyo., June 27, 1922. 

After a conference between officers of 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana and the 
Midwest Refining Co., announcement was 
made that the Midwest company, which 
is a purchaser of Salt Creek crude oil, 
will continue to take 40 per cent. of the 
capacity of the wells. 

As 127 wells are being drilled, all of 
which will be producing by September 1, 
nearly 50,000 barrels will be added to 
present output. making more than double 
the pipeline facilities. To relieve the 
situation the Midwest Refining Co. has 
ordered the immediate erection of faci- 
ties to take care of 1,000,000 barrels 
of oil.

The Senate has adopted a Finance 
Committee amendment to the agricultural 
schedule of the tariff bill which changes 
from 20 per cent. ad valorem to 5c. per 
pound the proposed rate on lard and lard 
compounds. The duty was opposed by 
Senator Walsh of Massachusetts, who 
spoke of large American exports of lard 
and its compounds. Senator McCumber 
admitted lard imports are small, but he 
spoke of substitute materials coming into 
the country. Senators Pomerene of Ohio, 
Simmons of North Carolina and King of 
Utah opposed the proposed duties, but 
the committee amendment was agreed to 
by a margin of more than 2 to 1. 


Magnesium and Metal Foil 


The Senate voted to reduce the 
posed duty on magnesium alloys and 
manufactures of magnesium from 50 per 
cent. to 40 per cent., although Senator 
King wanted to reduce it still further.

Nicholas Says Most

The Garr Oil & Gas Co., Oklahoma

Petroleum Activities of Foreign 


Interests to Be Investigated 
WASHINGTON, June 29, 1922. 

A third oil investigation is proposed in 
the Senate in the latest resolution intro- 
duced by Senator King, of Utah, and to- 
day reported by the Senate Committee on 
Commerce, and passed. It authorizes the 
Federal Trade Commission to _ investi- 
gate and report to the Senate respecting 
foreign interest in the Union Oil Co. and 
Shell Oil Co. and intercorporate relations 
and interests; whether Americans are 
discriminated against in land ownership 
and corporation control by countries hav- 
ing oil fields, the holdings of the companies 
named in this country, extension of such 
holdings within the past year, and meas- 
ures to further extend such holdings. 

Senator King introduced a similar 
resolution last summer, but his latest 
resolution is broader in scope. He says 
he demanded prompt action on the reso- 
lution reported today, following publi- 
cation recently of certain alleged cor- 
respondence between officers of the oil 
companies concerned and government 
officials. 

Commenting upon his resolution today, 
Senator King said :— 

I am not opposed to foreign interests 
quiring oil properties in the United States, al- 
though I would be opposed to foreigners get- 
ting a monopolistic hold upon oil interests in 
this country On the other hand, Americans 
ought to have the right to acquire oil lands 
in other countries They have done so in 
Mexico. Under the circumstances we could 
not adopt the policy of excluding foreigners 
from holding oil lands or or interests

Mexican “Banditry’’ Causes 
Concern in Official Circles 


WASHINGTON, June 29, 1922. 

State Department officials frankly are 
somewhat disturbed by the recent bandit 
activities in Mexico, particularly the cap- 
ture of A. Bruce Bielaski, vice-president 
of Richmond, Levering & Co., and rebel 
raids on oil properties in the Tampico 
region. The department has been in com- 
munication with Vice-Consul Shaw, at 
Tampico, and Charge Summerlin, of the 
American Embassy at Mexico City, in re- 
gard to these matters. This government 
is demanding prompt action against the 
bandits and .the protection of American 
citizens and property rights in Mexico. 

The department is pleased to note today 
reports that Mr. Bielaski escaped his cap- 
tors in the State of Morelos and arrived 
safely in Mexico City. His company is 
reported to have extensive oil holdings in 
the fields of eastern Mexico. 

The situation as regards 
properties in the Tampico 
follows, according to reports from 
Consul Shaw :— 

The Cortez Oil Oo.'s 
the Tampico district was seized by the 
so-called “rebel general’ Gorozave, with 
240 well armed men. He demanded a ran- 
som of 15,000 pesos to be paid within 
forty-eight hours, holding as_ security 
$250,000 worth of destructible property 
and the lives of forty American citizens. 
The company asked protection for its 
American employes and property. 

According to later reports the Cortez 
company obtained an extension until July 
2 of the time within which ransom must 
be paid, according to the demand of Goro- 
zave. Asa matter of fact, the first forty- 
eight hours had elapsed before informa- 
tion concerning the raid was given out 
here. Today’s telegram from Mr. Shaw 
stated that Gorozave had left the Cortez 
company’s premises Monday morning stat- 
ing that he would make a similar propo- 
sition to La Corona Co. and Mexican Gulf 
Oil Co., and that all must answer by 
July 2.

Price drift in the drug market last 
week was distinctly upward. Rises in 
quotations exceeded in number the de- 
clines of values and this upward trend 
gave evidence of the contention made 
in this column recently—that is, that 
the drug market as a whole was so 
conditioned as to make price advances 
natural and to be expected. 

Business in drugs has shown com- 
mendable volume since the previous re- 
port. The opening of the past week 
was quiet, but by midweek inquiries 
and orders showed consistent gain. By 
the close most factors were of the opin- 
ion that June business would compare 
favorably with that of recent months. 

Much of demand at present comes 
from the narrow state of supplies held 
by dealers. Conservatism in buying by 
consumers has acted as a brake on im- 
ports from abroad and replacements in 
the domestic market. The mere fact 
that a dealer is sold out of certain 
materials is little incentive to re- 
stocking. 

This condition is general. Inquiry 
among sellers last week showed under- 
supplies of many items and total ab- 
sence of others. This lack of stock has 
developed much business between 
dealers, and as full market prices are 
paid for the needed goods, when resold 
the buyer is forced to pay a premium 
unless he be a_ thorough’ shopper. 
Many of the quantities called for are 
so trifling as not to make consumers 
scan the market for the lowest quota- 
tion.

With the exception of one or 
two items which have exceedingly 
diversified uses, there has been a not- 
able increase in the volume of sales 
during the past week. The slump in 
demand came as unexpected as it was 
sudden. During the past month the 
demand had expanded, especially as 
regards the miscellaneous 
small items that seldom 
routine of activity.

creased domestic demand June is 
expected to show the best returns of 
any month this year, and the principal 
reason will be the heavier domestic 
consumption.

LIME ACETATE.—Producers§ ad- 
vanced the price 25c. last Wednes- 
day, making the new quotations $2 
per 100 pounds. . The advance was at- 
tributed to the desire of producers to 
bring the selling price more in line 
with the cost of production, and had 
no other underlying significance. 

POTASH BINOXALATE.—The mar- 
ket was very slow. Aside from a few 
small inquiries there was no interest 
at all on part of consumers, and pros- 
pects were for a dull month to come. 
Quotations were steady at 35@38c. per 
pound, with supplies available from 
one source only. 

POTASH CAUSTIC.—There has 
been no change in spot prices of 88@ 
92 per cent. imported. Dealers quoted 
at 5%@6c. per pound and were 
abundantly supplied. A very easy 
tone suffused the spot, as it was pos- 
sible to secure shipments slightly 
lower. There was no demand to 
speak of and the market did little 
besides mark time for the better part 
of the week. Factors did not see much 
to indicate a renewal of activity in 
the near future, and were not partic- 
ularly optimistic over the outlook. 
The week was one of the dullest with- 
in recent memory. Domestic was held 
at 8c. at works by makers, who long 
ago stopped production, and have not 
been able to sell on account of the 
low prices of imported. High produc- 
tion costs have made it impossible to 
do anything better on prices. 

FOTASH CARBONATE. While 
hydrated 80@85 per cent. was ex- 
tremely scarce, demand has been poor 
and prices were hardly as firm as dur- 
ing the preceding week. An irregular 
inquiry led to little business; the gen- 
eral market depression was felt here 
as elsewhere. The 96@98 per cent. 
calcined was easy at 6%4@6%c., with 
possibility of some shading apparent 
in leading selling quarters. Practi- 
eally no interest has been shown, and 
the market was well stocked. 

POTASH CHLORATE. — Dullness 
led to lower prices for imported and 
sales at 64@6'%%c. per pound were 
noted. Lots involved were small and 
the market at no time during the 
week presented an animated appear- 
ance. Supplies were in fair volume, 
but as shipment prices have weak- 
ened, factors were not holding on so 


tight to their stocks. Domestic re- 
mained at 8c. at works, with occasional 
business passing. But the sudden 
dullness that fell on the market like 
a blight has had an effect here and 
sales were cut to the minimum. 
POTASH CYANIDE.—With supplies 
available from one source only, prices 
might naturally be expected to hold up 
in the face of limited demand. That 
has been the case. The range was 50@ 
55c, per pound according to quantity. 


POTASH PERMANGANATE. 
Hardly a ripple of inquiry to disturb 
the dullness of the routine in this mar- 
ket. Imported material was too plenti- 
ful and too cheap to allow of domestic 
makers doing much business; their 
quotations were around 20c. per pound, 
whereas there were dealers willing to 
get rid of foreign at 14@16c. 

SALT CAKE.—Contracts have been 
signed during the week just closed for 
deliveries over the latter part of the 
year and even beyond. Prices as low 
as $18 per ton in bulk have been re- 
ported on such business. There was 
not much to be had on spot and few 
of the makers were able to do any- 
thing on immediate shipments. There 
was mighty little inquiry, so that those 
conditions did not cause any discom- 
fort. Spot goods were as high as $25 
for small lots. 

SALTPETER.—There was only a 
quiet routine market with prices un- 
changed, and no essential changes in 
conditions from those previously dis- 
cussed in these reports. Quotations 
were 6%@6%c. per pound for gran- 
ulated; 75.@9\c. for crystals, accord- 
to size, and 8@8c. for powdered. 

SODA ACETATE.—The market was 
very firm and spot goods high at 6%4c. 
per pound. Makers named at 54@6c. 
at works, and reported that they had 
booked heavy orders ahead. It was 
evident that the output of the man- 
ufacturers was pretty well taken up 
for some time to come. One of the 
makers has withdrawn altogether, but 
not because of a sold up condition. 

SODA ASH.—The demand on con- 
tract has been heavy. Producers have 
been doing much better than a fort- 
night ago, and the improvement in de- 
mand over May during June will un- 
doubtedly show up exceedingly well 
when fina] estimates are arrived at. 
There has been some increase in the 
export business with South America, 
but so far nothing of consequence has 
moved to Europe. Present prices 
abroad have not been sufficiently low 
to allow of domestic makers competing 
successfully, as freight rates have been 
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too high. But with output so well 
taken up by domestic needs, there has 
been little to worry over, makers say. 
The contract schedule for light ash in 
carlots was as follows per 100 pounds, 
basis 48 per cent. at works; bulk, $1.10; 
bags, $1.20, and barrels, $1.40. Dense 
ash on contract was unchanged also, 
with bulk, $1.174%4; bags, $1.25, and bar- 
rels, $1.45. 

There has not been much demand on 
spot. Dealers have been quoting at 
$1.75@2 for bags ex store, while makers 
have been offering less than carlots 
through agents at $2.10 upwards. Bar- 
rels commanded the usual premium. 


SODA BICARBONATE, — Makers 
quoted barrels at $1.75 per 100 pounds 
at works, and $2.05 on spot. Demand 
was along seasonable lines and this 
was one of the few items that has been 
unaffected by prevailing dullness. 

SODA BISULPHATE, — Quotations 
were from $4.50 to $5.50 per ton, but 
dealers stated that demand was so 
poor that the price could be shaded 
without any difficulty. Trading has 
been at a standstill for the past couple 
of weeks at least, and no one enter- 
tained very high hopes of an immediate 
recovery. 

SODA BISULPHITE.—Firmness was 
characteristic of spot goods, although 
trading was along quiet routine lines. 
Supplies of powdered were not heavy, 
and prices were more or less nominal 
at $1.35@1.50. 

SODA CAUSTIC.—The market has 
been exceedingly active, with all the 
producers reporting glowing on the big 
expansion in domestic during the past 
month. The increase over May will 
undoubtedly be striking as soon as 
estimates can be arrived at. Prospects 
were for a steady continuation of de- 
mand throughout July, and the usual 
slump in demand characteristic of that 
period of the year will possibly be 
passed over this year. The export de- 
mand has not been fully satisfied as 
yet, but European inquiries have been 
dwindling, which would indicate that 
foreigners’ needs have been pretty well 
covered for the time being. Of course, 
the South American movement has 
been kept up unbroken. Producers 
quoted solid caustic on contract un- 
changed at $2.50 per 100 pounds, basis 
60 per cent., at works in carlots. 
Standard brands were available from 
leading dealers at $3.75 on spot in less 
than carlots; while export goods were 
held at $3.80@3.90 f.a.s. Makers quoted 
ground and flake at $3.65@3.90 flat at 
works, 

SODA CHLORATE. — The market 
was weak. Supplies were not heavy, 
but there were spot goods to be had 
at 6%4%@6%c. per pound. Shipment 
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prices were around 5c. c.i.f., but there 
has been one taken on during the week. 
Domestic producers quoted unchanged 
at 6%c. at works, but there has been 
some talk that sales were made at 614c. 
in one direction, although it met with 
denial. 

SODA CYANIDE.—Imported 
teria] has been prominent on_ spot, 
but has not sold any too well. Quota- 
tions were weak at 21@238c. per pound 
according to test. Domestic makers 
quoted at 25c. and admitted that bus- 
iness had not been good as they 
hoped. Supplies of all grades were on 
the heavy 

SODA FLUORIDE.—Domestiec and 
imported were quoted at the same 
prices of 10@12c. per pound, There has 
been nothing doing of importance, and 
the undercurrent was weak, Imported 
for shipment was higher than _ spot, 
which was the only reason dealers have 
not been cutting prices. Silico fluoride 
presented no feature at all at un- 
changed prices of 9@10c. 

SODA NITRITE. — Little essential 
change occurred in the situation. The 
prolonged dullness has worried some 
holders, and _ prices’ threatened to 
break. Imported material was particu- 
larly weak at 8%@9c. per pound. It 
was understood that 8c. could be done 
on large quantities. Domestic makers 
held at 9c. 

SODA PHOSPHATE—Was quiet, but 
tri sodium was in quite good demand 
and prices fairly steady at 5@6c. per 
pound. Commercial phosphate was 
3%@4 4c. 

SODA SULPHIDE.—Spot domestic 
60 per cent. broken was quoted at $4.25 
@5 per 100 ynounds; fused was steady 
at -$3.90@4.25. There was hardly any 
demand for either grade, Crystals were 
weak, with imported plentiful and quo- 
tations ranging from to 4c. per 
pound. 

SULPHUR.—Commercial flour was 
unchanged at $1.35@1.70 per 100 pounds 
and superfine $2@2.40. The market was 
quiet, with nothing beyond the routine.

The chief event of the week was the 
announcement of an advance in ace- 
tate of lime. Makers of acetic acid im- 
mediately began to consider advances 
in that material, and while there had 
been nothing definite materialize at the 
close, the prospects of an advance in 
prices was’ pronounced. The only 
drawback to advancing prices has been 
the limited. demand. Sales of 28 per 
cent. and glacial have been made dur- 
ing the past two months at consider- 
ably under the actual cost of manufac- 
ture. Of course, the argument ran, that 
as there was no demand anyhow, the 
price might as well be higher. 

Citric acid of foreign origin was 
higher and sales were made at approxi- 
mately the same pricés domestic pro- 
ducers quoted. This was due to the 
generally increased demand and the 
fact that supplies were none too heavy. 
Domestic producers have been able to 
take care of all their customers with- 
out undue difficulty, but it was an open 
secret that their stocks were not heavy. 
Tartaric has been aiso in excellent re- 
quest, but prices have remained at for- 
mer levels, although the present price 
to import has been somewhat higher 
than even domestic makers quoted. 

As for oxalic, the coal strike has re- 
sulted in further advances, Two makers 
put the price up We. last week, with 
prospects that even higher might be 
seen in the near future. Supplies were 
not large at best, and with the market 
ruling very active the trade would not 
be surprised to see prices work back 
into something like normal, 

The balance of the acid list was with- 
out particular feature. There has been 
nothing new develop in sulphuric, mu- 
riatic has been abnormally weak, and 
nitric was also on the down grade ow- 
ing to the continued falling off in price 
of nitrate of soda, which is the pririci- 
pal basic material. That chemical has 
been declining for some weeks now, and 
prices were off about 10c. last week. 
Forward shipments can be secured 
much lower than spot goods and conse- 
quently the market has been neglected, 
as none of the consumers has wanted 
any badly enough not to be able to wait 
until later in the season.

Lime as Chemical Dominates 
National Body’s Convention 


For the first time in the history of the 
lime industry of this country, the annual 
convention this year of the National Lime 
Association was devoted almost exclusive- 
ly to the use of lime in the chemical 
industries. Since 1907 there has been a 
rapid and steady growth of the lime 
tonnage used by the chemical industries; 
until today most of the lime into 
these industries and every indication is 
that it will continue to grow rapidly. 

A special feature of the convention, 
held at Cleveland, Ohio, June 13 to 16, 
was a Symposium on the technical and 
chemical uses of lime. P. A. Paulson, of 
the Kimberly-Clarke Paper Co., discussed 
the milk of lime process for making bi- 
sulphite pulp, pointing out the many 
advantages in the way of quality of 
product and economy of operation for this 
process. The chemistry of bisulphite pulp 
was also discussed 

R. P. Shiveley, of the Monongah Glass 
Co., discussed the use of burnt lime in 
manutacture, pointing out that his 
company used burnt lime instead of lime- 
stone. The relative advantages of the 
two raw materials were considered. 

G. K. Spence, chief chemist, New York 
& Pennsylvania Paper Co., discussed the 
subject of lime in making soda and sul- 
phate pulp, considering largely the propo- 
sals for more effective and beneficial co- 
operation between the lime industry and 
the paper industry. The function of the 
National Lime Association and its co- 
operation were clearly defined 

The subject of centralized water soft- 
ening plants was discussed by S. C. Had- 
den, editor, Municipal and County En 
gineering, who pointed out that there was 
a potential lime tonnage of about one 
million a year for this use alone. 

Lime in the textile industry was dis- 
cussed by Prof. Elton R. Darling, of 
James Millikin University. He declared 
that lime was not being used in the tex- 
tile industry to the extent that its merits 
justified

Mathers, of Indiana Univer- 
charge of the National 
Lime Association fellowship, reported 
what he had found out about lime in the 
past year. Some very interesting demon- 
strations were made on the settling of 
lime and highly reactive quicklime. With 
this reactive, quicklime, alcohol purer 
than the standard grade of absolute alco- 
hol can be made by one-half hour's treat- 
ment, whereas ordinarily it takes about 
twenty-four hours. 

Dr. M. E. Holmes, manager of the 
Chemical Department, National Lime As- 
sociation, reported on the activities of 
that department. The plan of operation 
at the present time is twofold in its na- 
ture. The most important activity of the 
department is the research and investi- 
gational work, and a comprehensive series 
of experiments are being carried out on 
the fundamental properties of agricul- 
tural, quicklime and dehydrating lime. 
Samples of limes of all the producing 
companies have been received and these 
are being compared in regard to their 
physical and chemical properties such as: 
—Specific gravity, percentage pore space, 
volume and weight of putty, plasticity, 
sand carrying capacity, chemical reac- 
tivity toward solids and gases, available 
cao, and many such fundamental proper- 
ties. By working out the inter-relation- 
ship of these properties the lime industry 
will be in a position to co-operate with 
the chemical user of lime in a very effec- 
tive way. 

In addition to this research work which 
is being done in the central office of the 
association, the department has a fellow- 
ship at Ohio State University where typi- 
cal lime stones are being turned out under 
various conditions of temperature and 
pressure and the properties of the result- 
ing lime determined. 4 fellowship is also 
maintained at Indiana University for 
work on more specific use of lime. A 
textbook on lime is also being prepared 
in co-operation with other exports.

Fertilizer material brokers were 
rather busy last week, considering the 
season of the year, but most of them 
were doing more business in chicken 
feed than anything else. This is an- 
other way of saying that the most act- 
ive business was in dried blood and 
tankage. By the middle of the week 
not a pound of dried blood was being 
offered in the local market and tank- 
age was selling at the high price of the 
year. 

Blood and tankage have practically 
ceased to be fertilizer materials, how- 
ever, although they are, of course, 
handled by the dealers in this class of 
commodities. Only the very roughest 
tankage is now used as a fertilizer ma- 
terial, and present prices of blood and 
tankage are too high to encourage their 
use as hog food. The chicken raisers 
buy, however, and they put the prices 
up. Dealers in this class of merchan- 
dise are having to learn the business 
over again. In former times demand 
for this class of animal ammoniates 
was very slack during the summer. 
Chickens used to be turned loose to 
hustle for their own at this time of the 
year, but now the scientific chicken 
raiser feeds just the same in July as he 
December, and he is buying

blood and tankage 
high. 

Blood and tankage were not the only 
ammoniates which showed strength, 
however, for the whole list—except 
perhaps nitrate of soda—was strong. 
The Chesapeake fish factories were re- 
fusing to quote, as they have sold ahead 
all they think it is wise to commit 
themselves to deliver at this time. 

The sulphate of ammonia situation 
has not yet straightened itself out, al- 
though the large handlers were book- 
ing forward business during the week. 
If it were possible to get the material 
there would be a very active export 
demand for sulphate of ammonia, but 
the big distributors are out of the ex- 
port business, at least for the time be- 
ing. It was said last week that it might 
have been possible for an active broker 
with a pull to pick up a couple of hun- 
dred tons for export, but not more. If 
the United States is not going to be 
able to export as much this year as it 
did last, the result will be a serious 
shortage in non-producing countries. 

Production of sulphate of ammonia 
in this country increased from 65,000 
tons in 1905 to a little less than 500,000 
tons in 1920. Exports in 1920 amounted 
to 59,566 tons, and there was a large 
carry-over, which was cleaned up last 
year by the exportation of 102,614 tons. 
There was a scarcity during the tail 
end of the season, and it has not yet 
been overcome. Distributors have 
found it very hard recently to get pro- 
ducers to furnish definite figures as to 
their probable production during the 
rest of the year. On account of the 
eoal strike, producers are reluctant to 
attempt to anticipate. 

Forward contracts now being made 
are on a basis of at least a cent a 
pound over the low price of last year. 
Consumers do not see much that is at- 
tractive in the price at which they can 
place forward contracts at this time, 
and are slow about making commit- 
ments. The fact that the biggest fac- 
tors in the market are refusing to con- 
sider export business until domestic 
consumers have had a chance to fill 
their requirements prevents competi- 
tion between export buyers and domes- 
tic consumers at a time when such 
competition might materially stiffen 
the market, buf even a realization of 
this fact has not as yet caused any 
rush to buy by domestic mixers 

There is no pressing demand from 
mixers for nitrate of soda for imme- 
diate delivery, and the fact that late 
July delivery can be had under the 
spot price is preventing much _ spot 
business from being placed In the

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reason for this is the fact that the fer- 
tilizer industry does not consider a 
duty upon this class of material as 
probable as it did before the action of 
the Finance Committee of the Senate 
in taking off the duty and providing 
for a bounty to take its place. This 
does not mean that the industry is 
convinced that the bounty provision to 
aid domestic potash producers is cer- 
tain to be enacted into law. There are 
some fertilizer men who never believed 
that a duty would be levied on this 
class of material, and these now do not 
believe that the lawmakers will agree 
to give the propcsed bounty. At one 
time, however, there was enough belief 
in a duty on potashes to lend a great 
deal of encouragement to buying in 
advance of the passage of the tariff 
measure, and many consumers have 
provided for their requirements for 
some time to come. A great deal of 
foreign potash is now pointed in this 
direction, but it is natural that there 
should be some letup in demand at this 
time. California producers continue to 
meet the prices on foreign potashes and 
are making sales. 

Packing nouses are not operating to 
capacity at this time, and prices of bone 
material are advancing, as stocks are 
light. There has been a good demand 
for bone meal all season, and last week 
sales were made in the local market at 
much the highest price of the year.

Nitrogen Fertilizers 

COTTONSEED MEAL. — There was 
very little doing in this material in the 
local market last week. The local de- 
mand for this material for fertilizer 
uses comes largely from New England 
tobacco growers, and this demand is 
over for the season. There was a little 
easier feeling in the market, and South- 
ern holders were not quite so firm. 
The quotation was $41@42 per ton, f.o.b. 
Southeastern shipping points. 

BLOOD.—Some brokers quoted dried 
blood at $4.25 per unit in this market 
last week, but they had none to sell at 
that price. The New York market was 
cleaned up, and the last sales reported 
were at $4 per unit, so $4, nominal, 
seemed to be the correct quotation. 
Stocks of blood in this market have 
been small for some time, and the un- 
expected June demand wiped out 
everything that was offering. The de- 
mand has been from outside of the fer- 
tilizer industry, of course. It is not 
possible to pay $4 per unit for blood 
to use as a fertilizer, but chicken feed- 
ers can and will pay such a price, and 
the demand in the West has been so 
strong that this class of material has 
recently been shipped from New York 
to Ohio consumers, which in former 
years would have been considered an 
impossible market with freight rates 
as high as they are today. It may be 
that when producers are ready to offer 
they will want $4.25 per unit It is dif- 
ficult to form any opinion of a market 
where there is nothing offering. 

FISH SCRAP.—Most of the Northern 
fish factories were declining to make 
offers of scrap last week. At the very 
opening of the season they 
made commitments for all the scrap 
they could expect to produce for sev-

lower than the price of the previous 
week. However, this was 20c. above the 
price at which nearby deliveries have 
been quoted for some time. It does not 
seem that nitrate is going to have any- 
thing like the competition from sul- 
phate of ammonia this year that it had 
last. Difference between the prices of 
the two materials was away out of line 
last year, and sulphate was so low that 
nitrate was hard hit. Conditions have 
changed, however, and importers are 
looking forward to about a normal de- 
mand for fall an@ spring consumption. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
most important distributors of this 
material were making some contracts 
for all-year delivery last week, but 
there has been no rush to place orders. 
Consumers consider the price high and 
are not anxious to stock up. The sales 
that were made last week were mostly 
on a delivered basis. The cost of deliv- 
ery, of course, varies, but in the large 
consuming markets the delivered price 
of contract material is from $3.30 to 
$3.40 per 100 pounds. However, a $3 
price, f.o.b. works, about represents the 
market on forward deliveries, and some 
contracts have been made on this ba- 
sis. For some time distributors have 
been trying to get accurate statements 
from producers as to just how much 
they have in stock, what they are pro- 
ducing and what they expect to pro- 
duce during the second half of the 
year It has been found difficult, how- 
ever, to get accurate information, es- 
pecially aS to the probabilities of fu- 
ture production, and the naming of a 
contract price was delayed because of 
the uncertainties of the situation and 
the fear that if the coal strike is not 
settled soon, production for the rest of 
the year is going to be greatly cur- 
tailed. One broker suggested that this 
should be called to the attention of the 
agricultural bloc in Congress. 

At this time last year this material 
was down to $2 per 100 pounds bulk, 
and was freely offered at $2.25 in double 
bags, f.a.s. New York, and the differ- 
ence between the price then and now is 
so great that consumers cannot become 
reconciled to the situation. There is a 
feeling that, if the coal strike should 
be ended soon, there might be a reduc- 
tion; but producers have cleaned up 
their surplus stocks, which were a 
weight on the market a year ago, and 
are inclined to take the stand that the 
present price is none too high. Thus 
far there is nothing available for ex- 
port, and as the big distributors stick 
to their claim that they will sell none 
for export until the domestic consum- 
ers have bought all they care to, it 
does not look as if there ‘was going to 
be anything doing in an export way for 
some time to come, although there isa 
whole lot wanted for export right now. 

TANKAGE.—Never before was there 
as active a market for tankage at this 
season of the year as there has been 
recently. The fertilizer material busi- 
ness has been learning something about 
the chicken business, for it is from 
chicken feeders that have been the 
buyers of this material recently. The 
price of ground tankage went up to 
$4 and 10 cents per unit in this mar- 
ket last week, and there was not much 
offering at that level. Some people 
were asking that price for unground, 
but sales of unground were made at 
$3.75 and 10 cents. Chicago prices are 
higher than New York, and shipments 
have been made from the local market 
into Chicago territory. The market is 
too high to be of any interest to fer- 
tilizer mixers, and it looks as if in the 
future blood and tankage were going 
to figure less and less as _ fertilizer 
materials, Formulas will have to be

PHOSPHATE. — There was 
the situation in this 
market during the period. It has been 
a hard struggle for makers of this 
material for a long time; and while 
they have reduced stocks to an ex- 
tent, this has been accomplished only 
by cutting prices all to pieces; and the 
market has not yet recovered from the 
demoralization that has been brought 
about. It is still] the practice of the 
trade to quote one price and sel] at 
another. Some day a revival of the 
export demand will bring this industry 
back to normal—but unfortunately that 
day still seems a long way off. Brokers 
Say that producers will still sell for 
$8.50 per ton, and this is for 16 per 
cent, not 14 ver cent, material. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The export 
demand is improving slowly but stead- 
ily improving, and rock miners are 
feeling more confident about the future 
than they have for some time. Do- 
mestic consumers no longer have large 
stock of rock on hand, and from now 
on will have to buy as they consume. 
The week was not a busy one in the 
rock business, and prices were not 
changed during the period, 

Quotations follows: — Florida land 
pebble, 66 per cent., f. o. b. mines, $3 
per ton; 68 per cent., $3.25; 70 per 
cent., $3.35; 75 per cent. minimum, $6; 
basis 77 per cent., 76 per cent. mini- 
mum, $7.50; Florida hard rock, 77 per 
cent., $8.50; Tennessee, 75 per cent., 
$7.50; 72 per cent., $6.50; 70 per cent., 
$5.50. 

BONES.—There has been an im- 
proved demand for bone materials re- 
cently—and unusually good demand 
for this season of the year—and, as 
stocks are small, prices show a dis- 
position to climb steadily. In the local 
market there was an active demand 
for bone meal last week, and the price 
went up to $37 per ton. In point of 
fact a few sales were made a little 
above this price. The Chicago market 
has stiffened up, and the packing 
houses are not willing to sell at prices 
which they would have gladly accepted 
a short time ago.

Potashes 

prices, which are

and June, are now in effect and Ger- 
man and French importers and Cali- 
fornia producers are ready to book 
orders for July, August and Septem- 
ber deliveries. It was said last week 
that some consumers wanted to make 
contracts for more distant deliveries, 
but no prices have yet been named 
beyond September. There was a great 
deal of business booked by both the 
French and German producers dur- 
ing May and June, as the prices dur- 
ing the last two months have been 
lower than those made last fall, and 
lower than those generally prevailing 
in pre-war times. The fear of a duty

The high price of gasoline has caused 
consumers to switch from that fuel to 
benzol. At the present time the prices 
of the two articles are approximately 
the same; and there are some who 
prefer the coal tar motor spirits under 
any circumstances to gasoline. It was 
for the purpose of converting benzol 
into motor spirits that so much of it 
was exported to Europe last winter. 
It will be recalled that over a million 
gallons were shipped in a short time 
to France and England, and export 
demand gave way to an equally enor- 
mous domestic call, and the latter de- 
mand has kept up without cessation 
since the first of the year until the 
present time. So great has been the 
need of domestic consumers that fac- 
tors have had to forego any more Eu- 
ropean shipments, despite the fact 
that as much as 5c. more could be had 
on foreign business. 

The need of imported coal tar prod- 
ucts has been emphasized in cresylic 
acid. Domestic producers have never 
been able to supply fully the demand 
from their own production, but have 
always eked out supplies with impor- 
tations of English acid, the quality of 
which has been taken as a standard. 
This spring domestic makers reduced 
prices sharply in order to check tke 
competition dealers offered with this 
foreign material. It was soon found, 
however, that the course was ruinous, 
and prices were advanced almost to 
the cost of foreign. Later, demand 
ruled good, and supplies got low. 
Dealers have been able to do prompt 
business fully 6c. above makers’ prices 
because they had goods immediately 
available, and consumers wanted 
them at once. The trade is fully con- 
fident that it is a question of only a 
couple of weeks or so more before 
there will be another advance. Pkenol, 
on the contrary, has been dull and 
prices rather easy. although no 
changes occurred. The government 
has the price of phenol fixed. Through 
its authorized agents sales are being 
made at 12c. in car lots; and 15e. in 
anything less. Of course the material 
is off color, but it can be treated and 
made practicallly prime again. 

Colors have been under the pruning 
knife again, and a number of changes 
of varying importance were announced. 
Competition has waxed keen. Textile 
mills have begun to buy with more or 
leas freedom for next spring’s require- 
ments, and this stimulus has been felt 
throughout the whole coal tar prod- 
ucts market. 


As for intermediates, there were no 
changes of consequence in any of 
them. Tkere has been slightly more 
activity in a restricted group; but that

ANTHRACENE.— Prices were al- 
most anything that could be secured. 
There have been large quantities of all 
grades offered by dealers, and that has 
had a weakening effect on _ prices. 
Dealers have been able to quote the 
80 per cent. as low as 40c. per pound, 
and other grades have been in the 
same proportion. Makers would not 
shade 75@80c. for the 80 per cent., and 
quoted 40 per cent., 12@15c., while 25 
per cent. was 11@12c. 

BENZOL.—No changes have been 
made in prices. The further advances 
in gasoline have been a great stim- 
ulus to buying of benzol and sellers 
stated that it was impossible to keep 
up with demand. Producers, of course, 
were unable to do anything on prompt 
shipments, all their supplies being 
contracted ahead. Dealers who have 
had supplies available have had them 
taken up at once with little concern 
on the part of buyers over the price. 
Thus 90 per cent. sold as high as 32c 
per gallon at works, as 


against a pro- 


ducers’ contract price of 27@32c., ac- 
cording to quantity. Dealers had no 
pure to offer, and makers have quoted 
that grade from 30c. to 35¢c. While 
orders ahead have been placed in good 
volume during the past week there has 
been some inclination on the part of 
buyers to have shipments delayed un- 
til July 1 at least, as there will then 
be a change in freight rates which will 
be to their advantage. So far, the coal 
strike has had no effect on production, 
and it was stated that the coal situa- 
tion was approximately normal, so that 
no shortage is expected even should 
the strike be prolonged. 

CREOSOTE OIL.—This item does 
not move with much vim. Trading 
was confined to routine requirements, 
and the market was lacking in snap. 
Small lots only have been taken, and 
prices inclined to Quotations 
ranged from 23c. to 26c. per gallon 
for 25 per cent., and 204%,@23c. for 15 
per cent. Dealers have offered quite 
fair quantities around those prices, 
with a slight premium for small lots 
delivered. 

CRESOL.—Supplies were confined to 
few dealers, but all makers had large 
quantities, and prices were weak, due 
to the dullness and the keen state of 
competition between first hands, who 
have not scrupled to shade _ prices 
when prospects of moving large quan- 
tities were good. From 12@15c. per 
pound was generally named, most of 
the trading around the lower figure. 

CRESYLIC ACID.—This was a de- 
eidedlvy strong feature, and prices of 
domestic goods were momentarily ex- 
pected to advance. Imported mate- 
rial was expensive, but some consum- 
ers have preferred it, owing to the 
quality. Domestic makers have had a 
good demand of late, and their sup- 
plies were exceedingly light. A con- 
tinuation of demand would see the 
stocks they held reduced to extremely 
low levels, and necessity of drawing on 
foreign to eke out deliveries would be 
imperative. Any such procedure would, 
of course, immediately lift values 
equivalent to the price of foreign as 
the 97@99 per cent. cannot be laid 
down here at less than 60c. per gallon. 
Sales have been made by dealers at 
60@65c., according to container. The 
domestic was auoted at 56@58c. Mak- 
ers held 95 per cent. at 51@53c. Deal- 
ers are not carrying much of that 
grade. 

NAPHTHALENE.—F lakes have been 
easy and were to be had at 6@6\ec. 
per pound from dealers. Makers held 
at 6%4@7c., but did nothing. Balls 
were absolutely flat at 8@8%c. Pro- 
duction has been curtailed as_ the 
summer approaches, but some makers 
were left with quite good stocks on 
hand. As there has been no buying of 
consequence on the part of interme- 
diate makers, prospects for cleaning 
out these stocks were remote. Factors 
claimed that spot stocks were small, 
and that an order for five and six car- 
lots would see them exhausted. Crush- 
ed was held at 6@6%c., but the price 
could be shaded, and crude naphtha- 
lene was 2% @3c. 

ORTHO CRESOL.—Only one maker 
held any appreciable stocks, and quot- 
ed from l6c. to 18c. per pound, ac- 
cording to grade. Demand was not 
heavy, but there has been some buying 
of the lower grades in small quantities. 
Imported could not be had, but factors 
claimed that it would command a pre- 
mium of 2c. or 3c. over domestic, as 
the grade was invariably of higher 
caliber. 

PHENOL.—The market was dead. 
It was doubtful if any sales beyond a 
few carboys occurred on spot during 
the whole week. Prices were from 15c. 
to 18c. per pound in first hands for 
prime goods, with dealers having a 
little available at slightly less. The 
government surplus was being dis- 
posed of at 12c. in carlots and up to 
15c. in smaller quantities. 

SOLVENT NAPHTHA. — A pretty 
good demand was noted for the water 
white naphtha and as supplies were 
none too heavy the price was quite 
firm. There has been talk of an ad- 
vance lately, owing to the shrinkage 
in stocks on account of the heavy con- 
sumptive call, but it did not seem like- 
ly that it would be made immediately, 
as it is only a couple of weeks since 
factors advanced the price. Resale 
offerings were so light as to be neg- 
ligible, and first hands quoted at 27@ 
32c. per gallon, according to container. 

TOLUENE.—The position of benzol 
made this item firm. Demand also 
was active, and with supplies restrict- 
ed, no let-up in the stiffness was ex- 
pected. C. P. was quoted from 30c, to 
35c. per gallon.

General industrial conditions, as rep- 
in the textile and leather 
trades, have undergone little any 
improvement during the past fortnight. 
The inactivity in these two great 
branches of commercial life has re- 
sulted disastrously to the demand for 
a considerable number of chemicals 
and dyestuffs. Practically none of the 
tanning extracts has been taken dur- 
ing the past month; the occasional 
routine orders that were being placed 
have gradulally decreased, and in some 
big producing quarters days have gone 
by without a single inquiry for sumac, 
larch, hemlock or hematine extracts. 

Those are the major items used for 
the tanning of leather. There an 
equally light demand for the few ex- 
tracts still used in textile mills. Silk 
mills have been running very low; 
most of the woollen mills are shut 
down tight; the only branch that 
at all active is the cotton mills. Cot- 
ton mills have been more or less con- 
sistent buyers of fustic and logwood. 
Latterly, however, there has been a 
better feeling among the mills. The 
time approaches rapidly when it will 
be necessary to get to work on the 
coming spring’s output. Then some 
fair buying may be expected. Aniline 
colors have practically ruined the mar- 
ket for natural dyestuffs for all colors 
except black; these still hold their 
own to some measure, although 
gradually disappearing also. 

Albumen and other egg products 
held to the fore as strong items. De- 
mand for albumen has been in excess 
of supplies. The markets of the world 
appear to be pretty nearly depleted. 
Inquiries at London disclosed no stocks 
at all, while there were only a few 
chests available in Hamburg, which is 
the largest distributing point. Chinese 
markets were cleaned out, and the 
serious interruption to production will 
be reflected in the high price com- 
manded in that country. Prices have 
also been affected by the new tariff 
propositions, and _ factors look for 
sharp advances shortiy. Some of the 
foreign starches and dextrines have 
been unusually firm of late, due to 
scarcity abroad and desire of importers 
to here soon as possible 
in ovder that whatever advances in 
prices may occur later may be taken 
full advantage of. 

Soda, potash and yellow 
were lower, due to the dullness.

and the outlook was for somewhat 
lower values in the near future.

BRAZILWOOD.—Spot stocks were 
not located, and there was no trading 
in shipments. Prices were on the high 
side for shipments, as supplies at pri- 
mary points were light and difficult to 
secure. Sticks were quoted at $40 per 
ton. 

CAMWOOD.—Ground was quoted at 
18@20c. per pound by sellers, but there 
has been hardly any trading of late. 
Factors stated that it was imnossible 
to do any better on prices. Supplies 
were small and the market lacked im- 
portant features. 

FUSTIC.—Sticks were available in 
limited supply only on spot. and prices 
were quite firm at $35@37 per ton. 
Some of the extract makers kave been 
bringing in wood lately for the manu- 
facture of their extracts. There has 
not been any spot trading to sneak of. 
Chips were unchanged at 4@5c. per 
pound. 

LOGWOOD.—Only the Haitian grade 
was to be had on spot. The range was

RED SANDERS BARK.—Only the 
ground was to be had on spot, and that 
was quoted at 18@20c. per pound in 
barrels. Demand was irregular and 
dull for the most part.

pound on spot. Supplies were restricted 
to one or two holders, but demand 
has been along quiet lines, so that 
present stocks looked adequate. Ship- 
ment prices were estimated around 
spot quotations, and a firm undertone 
characterized the situation. 

FLAVINE.—There has been hardly 
any demand for either shade, but 
prices were steady, due to the fact that 
makers had control of the situation 
and were able to maintain prices un- 
changed at 90@95c. per pound.

Ammonia Catalysts 

British patent No. 171.976, assigned to 
the Hydro-Elektrisk Kvaelstofaktiesle- 
skab, is concerned with a treatment for 
various catalysts used in the synthesis of 
ammonia, to render them harmless from 
a pyrophoric standpoint. Such catalysts 
as iron or other neavy metal possess 
pyrophoric properties and these are re- 
moved by bringing them in contact with 
water vapor or carbon dioxide at a raised 
temperature before removal from the re- 
action chamber. 


Fats and Soaps from Waste 


British patent No. 172,012 is concerned 
with a process of separating and recov- 
ering fats and soaps from wash liquors 
by ultra-filtration. 

The process is especially 
the treatment of liquors obtained in wool 
washing processes, The filtration takes 
place through an osmotic membrane 
under pressure and is intended to remove 
substances in colloidal suspension as well 
as those in solution, the insoluble organic 
elements of the suint remaining behind.

Fungicides 

British patent No. 172,016, assigned to 
the Deutsche-Gold und _ Silber-Scheide- 
Anstalt vorm. Rossler, is concerned with 
a preparation used for destroying moulds, 
fungi, bacteria, and the like, in seeds. 
For this purpose a mixture of copper 
ammonium acetate, copper ammonium 
sulphate and mercury cyanide is used. 
Instead of these salts themselves others 
may be used which will produce them in 
the solution. Ammonia or ammonium 
carbonate may be added. 


Oils and Resins in Powder 


German patent No. 323,908 is concerned 
with a process of converting oils, waxes, 
balsams and extracts into powders by 
mixing the products with the pruywtr 
amount of gelatinous silicic acid and then 
drying the mixture at a moderate tem- 
perature. 


Paint Oil from Coal Tar 


Germant patent No. 345,855 is con- 
cerned with a process of obtaining drying 
oils for use in the manufacture of paints, 
varnishes and lacquers from lignite coal 
tar and generator tar. 

Oils of the sort usually derived from these 
tars are subjected to the action of nitric 
acid at ordinary temperatures and then heated 
for a short time to 100 deg. C. The result is 
a nitrated product which dries in air when 
spread out in a thin film. After a few days 
the film hardens to a glossy, elastic coating, 
which is not sticky and cannot be rubbed off. 
Mixed with colors, the nitrated oil makes a 
very effective floor paint, which dries out to 
give either a dull or glossy finish, waterproof, 
weatherproof and lightproof. The time of dry- 
ing may be shortened: considerably by the 
addition of a little litharge. 


Bone Glue 


German patent No. 345,775 is concerned 
with a process for obtaining glue and 
gelatin from bones by the aid of albumin- 
splitting’ ferments, 

The bones (not degreased) are first treated 
with diluted hydrochloric acid (3 deg. Be.) 
to remove the calcium phosphate. For this pur- 
pose about 700 kilos of muriatic acid are used 
for from eight to fourteen hours until all the 
calcium phosphate has been dissolved. Then 
the acid liquor is drawn off and the ossein 
is washed with cold water and treated for two 
to three days at a temperature of 25 to 30 deg. 
Cc. in a bath containing 300 liters of water, 
1 kilo of pepsin and 2 kilos of hydrochloric 
acid. The liquor is removed, the remaining 
bone substance {s washed with cold water and 
worked up into glue and gelatin by heating 
with water. The fatty matters that have re- 
mained in the bony substance now separate 
out and are skimmed off and recovered. 


Fat-Soluble Detergent 


German patent No, 328,812 is concerned 
with the preparation of a detergent with 
fat-soluble properties by combining ani- 
mal glue, which has been decomposed by 
the action of fixed alkalies, with fat 
solvents and saponin. Soda, potash and 
ammonia can be used as well. By knead- 
ing the mixture it can be brought into 
such a condition that the material may 
be ground very readily.

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Acetaldehyde Resin Varnish 


Swiss patent No. 89,243, assigned to the 
Elektrizitaetswerk Lonza is concerned 
with a process for dissolving the resin 
obtained by the condensation of acetal- 
dehyde, in fatty oils, such as linseed ol 
for the purpose of producing a varnish. 

The mixture of resin and linseed oil is 
heated at a temperature of 150 to 300 deg. C 
for such a length of time that the solution re 
mains homogeneous when cooled The duration 
of the heating varies according to the melt- 
ing point of the resin and may take any- 
where from 2 to 15 hours The varnish may 
be thinned with turpentine. 


Ammonium Sulphate 


Austrian patent No. 83,168, assigned to 
the Aktien Gesellschaft Dynamit Nobel, 
of Vienna, is concerned with a process 
of making sulphate of ammonia from 


sodium bisulphate (niter cake) and am- 
monia The mixture of salts is put 
through a carbonization process at a 
temperature above 300 deg. C. 


Iron Oxide in Insecticide 


Austrian patent No. 85,398 is concerned 
with a making insecticides 
and fungicides with the residues obtained 
from the purification of gas with iron 
oxide.

Chloroform 


German patent No. 339,914, assigned 
to the Consortium fuer Elektrochemische 
Industrie G.m.b.H., is concerned with a 
process for manufacturing chloroform 
from acetaldehyde. 

The process consists in treating acetaldehyde 
in suspension or aqueous solution with the salts 
of hypochlorous acid. For example, a 20 per 
cent. solution of acetaldehyde is allowed to run 
into a 10 per cent. solution of sodium hypo- 
chlorite, with constant vigorous stirring and 
external cooling of the reaction vessel. At the 
end of the reaction the alkali that has been 
formed is neutralized with an acid and the 
chloroform is recovered by distillation. In the 
place of sodium hypochlorite, solutions of cal- 
cium or other hypochlorite may be employed. 
The yield of chloroform from acetaldehyde is 
much better than that from ethyl alcohol. 


Vanillin 
patent No. 89,053, 
L. Givaudan & Cie., is concerned with a 
process of manufacturing vanillin from 
acetylisoeugenol by oxidation in the pres- 
ence of aromatic amino carboxylic acids. 
Vanillin is obtained from the oxidation 
product by saponification.

Phenol Condensation Products 


French patent No. 518,600, asigned to 
the Resan Kunstharzerzeugungsgesell- 
schaft m.b.H., of Austria, is concerned 
with a process for making artificial resins 
by the condensation of phenol with alde- 
hydes through electrolysis. 

The substances which are used for the con- 
duction of the current are not only certain, 
common, pure condensation agents, but 
substances, such as salt, which have no effect 
on the phenol. The precipitation of the resin 
takes place almost simultaneously with the 
turning on of the current. The resin collects 
on the anode and is easily removed therefrom. 
Instead of aldehydes, such compounds as sodium 
acetate of methyl alcohol may be used, which 
will form aldehydes, due to the electrolytic 
action of the current. The yield is better than 
in the chemical process of making these resins, 
and likewise the quality of the products is 
more uniform. 


Sodium Silicate 


United States patent No. 1,403,556, ao- 
signed to the Grasselli Chemical Co., is 
concerned with a method of manufac- 
turing flaky sodium silicate by contract- 
ing a heating surface with a _ solutiun 
of the silicate in a suitable vacuum, 
whereby a film of the dry product is 
formed on this surface at a _ reduced 
temperature. The film is then removed 
and simultaneously broken up into fine, 
light flakes, which are readily soluble in 
water.
